FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

Far too often when a person thinks of ''Freedom of the Press" 
his mind automatically flashes pictures of block-long press rooms, 
banks of typesetting machines, hundreds of men and women 
rushing to gather, write, edit and print the news of a fast moving 
world, of large news services, foreign staffs, and all that goes 
into the modern metropolitan newspaper. 

Few notice the myriad of small town newspapers, the ones 
which gave birth to their big city brothers. As in most cases, 
the original idea is lost in the reflection of its great accomplish- 
ments. The metropolitan paper was born at a crossroads, be- 
e-use New York, Chicago, and San Francisco once were ham- 
lets. City planners had ideas and their journalistic contem- 
poraries kept pace. 

Freedom of the press is an idea that encompasses many 
things. It means freedom of thought and freedom of action 
growing out of man's thoughts. While an unfriendly govern- 
ment might control a man's actions, it never could control his 
thoughts entirely. 

It can't be merely a coincidence that the totalitarian govern- 
ments went in for a controlled press as the first step in putting 
their programs into effect. If the foundation of a free system 
can be destroyed, the structure will fall quickly and easily. If 
the foundation iB of such strength that, it cannot be duped or 
undermined, this free system will not fall. 

During the week of October 1-8, when the press of America 
is celebrating National Newspaper Week, remember that the 
editors and publishers are not fighting just for their right to 
print a paper every day or week as the case may be. They are 
fighting to protect the 'right of every American to plot his own 
course, to start at the bottom and go to the top, to live his 
own life in his own way, and to do these things without being 
pushed around by power-mad planners who want to do his think- 
ing for him. 

Call it free press, free thought or free enterprise. They are 
so closely knit that one will not survive without the other. 

A free, unhampered press is the grass roots of America where 
free enterprise still lives.

Wounded In France 

Word has been received from the 
War Department by Mr. and Mrs.

This column has been vacation 
ing since June 22, when we dis- 
cussed briefly the enreers of Judge 
John Varnum Spalding of Newton 
Highlands and Mr. Louis Fabian 
Bachrach of West Newton. 

This week we shall consider an- 
other highly successful member of 
the bar, Judge George Clinton 
Sweeney of 12 Valentine St., West 
Newton. This gentleman was most 
elusive, partly because the sum- 
mer schedule for members of the 
judiciary is slightly irregular and 
partly because judges, like all the 
rest if us, like to get as far away 
from home as possible during the 
summer hot spells. However, I 
finally caught up with Judge 
Sweeney and had a most delightful 
interview. 

The judge was born in Gardner, 
Mnss., on July 23, 1895. That 
makes him a relatively young man 
to hold such an influential posi- 
tion. Frankly, he could have told 
me -hat he was five years younger 
than the records show and got- 
ten away with it. He is obviously 
a busy man and he wastes no time, 
tho’ he never gives the impression 
of being in a hurry. The only 
trouble I had with him was in 
drawing him out. Unlike some 
judges who are constantly in the 
headlines and who even dabble in 
politics rather more than good 
taste would permit, Judge Sweeney 
is unduly modest. More about that 
before I close this little sketch. 

Judge Sweeney is the son of 
John Francis Sweeney and Sarahr* 
(Shields) Sweeney. He was edu- 
cated at Williston Seminary and 
won his LL.B. at Georgetown Un- 
iversity in 1922. Prior to that he 
was a private in Company A, 301st 
Military Police Battalion in 1917, 
promoted to sergeant in 1918, and 
served overseas with fhe 76th Div- 
ision. He was also at one time a 
captain in the Judge Advocate’s of- 
fice of the Massachusetts National 
Guard. 

Three years later, on April 14, 
1925 he married Miss Winifred E. 
Johnson of New York Mills, Minne- 
sota. The couple had three chil- 
dren, George C., Sheila Elizabeth 
and Judith Shields Sweeney. The 
son is just old enough to get in the 
armed forces and has enlisted in 
the Army Air Corps tho’ he has not 
yet been called for duty. Miss 
Sheila is now at Dana Hall in 
Wellesley. It was my pleasure to 
meet Mrs. Sweeney briefly as my 
interview came to a close. It is 
hard to visualize this charming, 
vivacious lady as the Mother of 
three grown children. Here again, 

I ran into the same quiet modesty, 
which somewhat cramped my style. 
It may, however, be said that Mrs. 
Sweeney’s chief interest in life 
is her family, although she is very 
much interested in the Community 
Chest and the West Newton Com- 
munity Centre. She also occasion- 
ally attends a meeting of the Del- 
phian Society, a very unique organ- 
ization, having chapters through- 
out the country, which appeals es- 
pecially to those ladies who do not 
believe that a college degree neces- 
sarily completes a person’s educa- 
tion. 

Judge Sweeney started in the 
practice of law in Gardner and then 
became Mayor in 1931 after several I 
years service on Gardner City 
Council. After serving for two 
years he was appointed assistant 
attorney general — U.S. In 1935 he ; 
became a U. S. District Court j 
Judge for Massachusetts. • Some ' 
years ago there was but one U. S. : 
District Court Judge in this state, 
but there are now four. Judge 
Sweeney is the senior judge. Most 
of his time is taken up with civil 
cases and no case gets into his 
court unless it is a $3,000.00 pro- 
position. That eleminates most of 
the annoying "chicken-feed.” 

When questioned about possible 
post-war problems, the judge was 
retivent, though he did express the 
: opinion that there would doubtless 
l be a great deal of federal litigation 
as a result of reconversion, etc. 

1 Unlike many prominent men, 
Judge Sweeney apparently has no 
; great hobbies. His chief relaxa- 
i lion is obtained from frequent 
visits to his camp in New Hamp- 
shire in the Winnepesaukee re- 
gion. He does a lot of reading, 
but cares little or nothing for the 
movies. When golf was mentioned, 
it was obvious that he was no tyro. 
He may require more regular prac- 
tice, but any man who can shoot 
seven straight holes at Wood in 
par, even if he does follow it up 
with a nine and a ten, has the 
makings of a real golfer. In this 
connection, it was interesting to 
learn that the judge walks from 
the Back Bay station every morn- 
ing to his office on the top floor 
of the Federal Building. In that 
respect he is very much like our 
popular Governor. • He also skis 
quite a bit. 

Finally, a feeble attempt was 
made to find out something about 
the judge’s political views. Your 
columnist is not completely dumb 
and realized, of course, that such 
questions would almost surely be 
barred. Beyond stating that he 
was a rather conservative Demo- 
crat, nothing exciting was disclos- 
ed. 

If I land in court some day, noth- 
ing would please me more than to 
have Judge Sweeney "do the hon- 
ors” for me.

•Senator Ball of Minnesota 

Fortright Senator Ball of Min- 
nesota, one of the B2-H2 Senators, 
(Ball, Burton, Hatch and Hill), 
threw a mild bomb-shell into the 
Republican campaign a short time 
ago by publicly stating that he 
could not, an of today, give his 
support to Gov.

The significant aspects of this cur- 
rent development is, of course, the 
fnct that Senator Ball has now 
identified himself with the ultra- 
internationally-minded Willkieites 
If the bulk of the Willkie admir- 
ers continue to maintain their aloof 
position with reference to Gov. 
Dewey and are presently to be join- 
ed by the substantial following of 
the Minnesota Senator, it will be 
a God-send to Mr. Roosevelt, who 
has shown tremendous signs of 
weakness as Gov. Dewey has ham- 
mered fit one weak point after an- 
other. . , 

Now, the G.O.P. has recognized 
the seriousness of this entire sit- 
uation and has seen to it that one 
of the other B2-H2 Senators, Hon. 
Harold H. Burton of Ohio, should 
endeavor to counteract the damage 
which Senator Ball has done. Sen- 
ator Burton has definitely placed 
himself on record behind Gov. 
Dewey. Incidentally, I think it may 
fairly be said that the Ohio Sen- 
ator has proved himself to be even 
more of an internationalist than 
Senator Ball. The other two B2-H2 
Senators are both Democrats. Con- 
sequently, the astute Mr. Herbert 
Brownell of New York has done 
nbout all he can to offset the Ball 
statement. 

Consider, now, the exact wording 
of part oi the Ball statement: — 1 1 
have read or listened to all of Gov. 
Dewey’s speeches and statements 
to date. He has not yet convinced 
me that his own convictions on this 
issue are so strong that he would 
fight vigorously for a foreign pol- 
icy which will offer a real hope of 
preventing World War III against 
the inevitable opposition to such a 

policy.” 4 _ , 

Well, how about the Commander- 
in-Chief’s own efforts in this direc- 
tion? As David Lawrence aptly 
put it a few days ago, Mr. Roose- 
velt did precious little at the re- 
cent Quebec conference to "turn 
his intimate friend and exponent 
of reactionary thinking in world 
affairs. Prime Minister Churchill, 
fr»m his attachment to an old- 
fashioned three-power alliance that 
excludes for an indefinite period 
all other nations, large and small. 
Lawrence goes on to state that 
there is no sign that Mr. Roose- 
velt “has done any vigorous fight- 
ing as yet to dissuade Marshal 
Stalin from his position that Rus- 
sia. should be a law unto herself 
and make no commitments to give 
up her veto power on the execu- 
tive council of the International 
Security League in the event that 
Russia is ever a party to a dispute 
involving charges of aggression. 

Where does that leave Senator 
Ball of Minnesota? Does he pro- 
pose to try to drive his party s 
candidate for the Presidency, Gov 
Dewey, into a corner and demand 
that he adopt a far more radical 
policy than the Champ s? Has Sen- 
ator ’Ball forgotten so soon wha 
happened to his friend Wendell 
Willkie, largely on account of ms 

strong, uncompromising stand on 

foreign policy? The G.O.P. lead- 
ers gave Willkie his hat and show- 
ed him the way to the door. He left 
unescorted and he will doubtless 
come back the same way, if at all. 
Parenthetically, I am reminded of 
one of my favorite radio programs, 
featuring the one and only Charlie 
McCarthy. The latter’s creator, 
Edgar Bergen, invariably says to 
Mortimer Snerd, near the close of 
the Sunday night boadcast, Mor- 
timer, how CAN you be so stu- 
pid?” To which Mortimer will make 
some idiotic reply to - the eff *^ 
that it ’is a gift or that Me jias 
worked hard at it or something 
equally footless. My point here is 
that it amazes me to note the con- 
tinuing stupidity of SOME of the 
brass-hats and other leaders in the 
Republican party. Here we have 
Gov. Dewey getting the Champ on 
the ropes and swaying somewhat 
groggily, giving real signs of be- 
ing hurt, perplexed and worried 
nbout the outcome of the current 
fight, and what happens? A lib- 
eral Senator from Minnesota, who 
could, presumably, have taken his 
stand against Dewey many months 
ago, waits until six weeks before 
•lection and then sounds off in a 
manner which must delight the 
President to the point that he 
might even say a kind word about 
Herbert Hoover. And just think 
of it; there are still men who 
claim that women are illogical and 
unpredictable. Maybe so, but they 
had better Htop making fun of the 
weaker sex. Their own record for 
consistency is nothing to write 
home about. 

My personal opinion is that it is 
about time that the Republican 
party snaps out of it and "ets be- 
hind dynamic Gov. Dewey in a big. 
whole-hearted way. He CAN be 
elected and he WILL be elected if 
the party which nominated him 
stops yelling about the obvious dis- 
unity in the Democratic party and 
spends more time in CREATING 
unity in the Republican party. You 
can’t have everything in this world. 
That applies to politicians as well 
as to other fruil human beings. 
Why not try to be content with 
what you yourself selected? The 
only alternative is another four 
years of New Dealism, which from 
now on will mean the dictatorship, 
on a small throne to the left, of 
the nuuseating Sidney Hillman, 
who is my idea of a rotten Ameri- 
can.

Lt. Karl J. Goethel 
Killed in Accident 


A few days after she received a 
letter from her two sons in the 
Army Air Forces telling of their 
chance meeting after narrowly es- 
caping death or capture when 
their respective* planes were shot 
down, Mrs. Marguerite G. Goethel, 
a widow, of GO Greenwood av- 
enue. West Newton was notified 
by the War Department that one 
of the boys was killed in an ac- 
cident in England. 

The decensed flier, First Lt. 
Karl J. Goethel, 22, pilot of a 
P-38 Lightning fighter plane, had 
been shot down in Germany, but 
after escaping capture for two 
months, he crossed over into 
France and made his way back 
to England. 

The fatal accident occurred 
Sept. 12, according to the War 
Department telegram. Less than 
two weeks before that, on Aug. 
29, Karl and his brother, Second 
Lt. John D. Goethel, 20, met by 
chance in a Red Cross officers' 
club in London. 

Karl had been reported missing 
and not until he saw him in the 
clubhouse wns John aware that 
Karl was safe. 1 

To add to tiie extent of the co- 
incidence, each brother had a tale 
of almost incredible adventure to 
relate. In the joint letter received 
by their mother after their meet- 
ing, Kail told of having evaded 
capture for two months after be- 
ing shot down, but stated that he 
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was not permitted to giv® details. 
He had been reported missing 
Juno 11 when he failed to return 
from the mission. 

As for John, who is a bomb- 
ardier on a Flying Fortress, he 
told of having parachuted into 
the English Channel ' from the 

E lane after it had been disabled 
y flak during a raid over Ger- 
many. He related that the plana 
was limping home when, after 
reaching the channel, it became 
advisable to bail out. John, who 
was a poor swimmer, managed to 
keep afloat for an hour and 35 
minutes until he was picked up 
by a destroyer near Cherbourg. 
The crew of the warship braved 
the mine-infested waters to effect 
the rescue. 

On Aug. 29, John was regis- 
tering at the officers' club in Lon- 
don when his eyes happened to 
wander over the book and rest on 
the name of his "missing” broth- 
er. He hastened upstairs to the 
latters room and found him 
asleep. They spent several days 
in celebration of their reunion 
before returning to duty. 

Mrs. Goethel, who is employed 
as secretary in the Newton Co- 
operative Bank, has another son 
in the service, T. Peter Goethel, 
18, a member of the Coast Guard, 
stationed at South Pytland, Me., 
and a daughter, Mrs. Vyonne 
Ciesluk, former Army nurse, who 
served in the Nurse Corps for 2*,4 
yenrs and was last stationed in 
New Orleans.

I Don’t Think 
That Would Be Fair 



I walked down by the depot 
Tuesday evening and watched a 
company of troops get off the 
train and drill up and down 
Madison Street for a little leg- 
stretching. 

Jeb Crowell, the storekeeper, 
was stepping right along with 
the younger men, just as sory as 
he wasduring the firet Worla War. 

We walked home together 
when the train pulled out and 
Jeb started talking about how 
things were when he came back 
home from France in 1919.

YMCA Physical 
Program Starts 
Next Week 

The fall program of Physical 
Department activities for boys and 
men at the Newton Y.M.C.A. will 
get under way during the coming 
week.

On the table were 
shown details of the "V-Mail 
Scout” Plan — such as the V-Mail 
letter, the report £ard, the Certifi- 
cate which boys receive for writing 
a letter, the badge which they re- 
ceive for writing more than once, 
photos, posters and letters from 
service men. The exhibit attracted 
a great deal of attention and will 
doubtless lead to other Councils 
following the lead of Norumbega 
Council in getting Scouts to write 
to some ‘overseas boy’ each month 
by V-Mail. 

The feature speaker was Dr. El- 
bert K. Fretwell. Chief Scout Exe- 
cutive, who touched on the Con- 
ference theme "Scouting is a War- 
time Essential — Give the ‘Kid’s Kid 
Brother’ his chance now” — and 
felt that to add to human happi- 
ness we must give more attention 
to attidutes; — we must appreciate 
our privileges and responsibilities; 
and since we are so much a part of 
all we meet, he challenged us to see 
that the boyhood of tomorrow has 
the benefit of the message of 
Scouting — "On my honor I will do 
my best — to do my duty to God and 
my Country, and to obey the Scout 
Law. To help other people at all 
times. To keep myself physically 
strong, mentally awake, and moral- 
ly straight.” There were thirty-one 
delegates from Norumbega Coun- 
cil attending the banquet and on 
the night before James C. Walton 
of Newton attended the President’s 
Dinner, as President of Norumbega 
Council. He had as his guest the 
Council Scout Commissioner H. 
Brittain Kennedy of Waban.

During an enemy air raid in 
the early morning of 13 February 
1944, the Division Headquarters 
Command Post area was hit with 
live hundred pound demolition and 
incendiary bombs which set fire 
to a tent, occupied by four man 
and wounded two of them. Ser- 
geant Kee, with complete disre- 
gard for his own personal safety, 
and while enemy planes were still 
overhead and heavy anti-aircraft 
llak still falling, left his own 
shelter to go to the aid of the 
wounded. Sergeant Kee used 
great initiative and courage in 
improvising a stretcher and in the 
removal of the wounded men over 
three hundred yards of open ter- 
rain to a medical aid station. 

This devotion to duty on the 
part of Sergeant Kee reflects 
great credit on himself and is in 
keeping with the highest stand- 
ards and traditions of our Army.

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY,

1 Do’s And Don’t’s 
Of Fire Prevention 

Fire Chief Keating today called 
upon all the citizens of Newton to 
join in the national observance of 
Fire Prevention Week, and which 
will be held from October 8-14 by 
proclamation of Mayor Goddard. 

Calling fire fighting a science 
and fire prevention a matter of 
common sense. Chief Keating point- 
ed to the ascending curve of fire 
losses in the past few years, and 
urged home owners, factory work- 
ers, industrial leaders and busi- 
ness men to join together to rout 
out the fire hazards during Fire 
Prevention Wook and to keep them 
out. 

"What are the important fire 
hazards? They are just seven and 
if every one will concentrate on 
these hazards, we will automatical- 
ly eliminate at least 90 per cent 
of the fires which last year burn- 
ed our homes at the rate of 1000 
a day.” 

Here is the list of DO’S and 
DON’TS compiled by Chief Keat- 
ing: 

DO clean and repair defective 
and dirty heating plants, including 
the flues and the chimney. 

DO replace flammable wood 
shingles when re-roofing is neces- 
sary with fire-resistant asphalt 
shingles, or some similar material 
like asbestos, slate or tile. 

DO repair frayed electric cords, 
don’t run them under rugs and al- 
ways disconnect appliancts after 
using them. 

DON’T be careless with matches 
and smoking. Keep matches in 
metal containers and out of reach 
of children. Never smoke in bed; 
have plenty of ash trays and put 
out the cigarette or* cigar — don’t 
let them smoulder. 

DON'T use flammable cleaning 
fluid or keep in the home. 

DON’T use wood or paper car- 
tons for ashes — use metal contain- 
ers. 

DON’T allow papers, rags, mat- 
tresses, and the like, to accumu- 
late. Get these out and in to your 
local salvage committee. Good 
housekeeping is one of the best 
forms of fire defense. 

“I urge every citizen to take 
these steps now to protect the life 
of his family and his home from 
the ravages of fire. For fire 
strikes quickly and without mercy 
when our defenses are down — 
when we cease to be vigilant— 
when we fail to practice simple 
precautions. Is this too much to 
ask of anyone when his life and 
his home are at stake? 

"Of course,” Chief Keating said, 
"a few fires are unavoidable, de- 
spite all precautions, so we rec- 
ommend thievery family delegate 
at least one member to learn how 
to turn in an alarm accurately and 
without delay should fire break 
out. Many times the alarm comes 
in too late to be effective or is 
transmitted in such a garbled man' 
ner that the department is not in- 
formed of the exact location of the 
fire. When fire breaks out, call the 
fire department at once. 

"The Fire Department is ready 
during Fire Prevention Week to 
provide any interested citizens with 
further information on the causes 
of fire and the best ways to’ pre- 
vent them and control them at the 
source,” Chief Keating concluded.

Returning Veterans’ 
Needs Studied By 
Advisory Committee 

Nearly every one of the 3200 
Newton service men and women 
who have replied to the ques- 
tionnaire sent by t|ie Newton 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee for 
Returning Veterans has a pretty 
definite plan for his future, and 
only about 8 percent indicate that 
they will need help in finding a 
job. This was revealed in a re- 
cent summary of the information 
which the Committee has on hand. 

John F. Wheelock, executive 
secretary of the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee, explained that be- 
sides keeping in touch with vet- 
erans already discharged, his of- 
fice maintains a continuous rec- 
ord .of the probable needs follow- 
ing discharge of all Newton’s 
service men and women. With 
the aid of the service men and 
their families, something is known 
about the educational and em- 
ployment background and plans of 
nearly half the Newton people in 
the armed forces. 

Ab,out one-fifth of our Newton 
veterans, being of school and col- 
lege age, plan to pursue their 
education further. "This propor- 
tion is likely to increase as the 
liberal educational provisions of 
the ‘GI Bill of Rights’ become 
more generally known.” said Mr. 
Wheelock. "Many who answered 
questions about returning to 
school by "no” or "doubtful’’ will 
change the answer to "yes” when 
they realize the opportunities of- 
fered by the educational pro- 
gram of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration.” 

About 60 percent of the ques- 
tionnaires stated that their old 
jobs are being held for them and 
that they mean to return to them. 
On the other hand, many stated 
that the old jjob no longer ap- 
pealed to them and that they 
hoped to turn to different work. 
A detailed occupational break- 
down is being compiled at the 
present time by the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee in order to facilitate a 
speedy return to civilian life by 
Newton veterans.

Sufficient 
additional funds were collected 
from the members to provide for 
Christmas gifts for their guests, 
which will be distributed at Fort 
Andrews during the Christmas 
holidays.

The Low-Down On Sidney Hillman 

The verdict of the Labor Union, a union labor newspaper 
published in Dayton, Ohio, is that Sidney Hillman, head of the 
C.I.O. Political Action Committee, is "America’s No. 1 Disrup- 
tion.” 

The Labor Union then proceeds to give the low-down on 
the man who is trying to gain control of our national government: 

“Mr. Hillman was born in Lithuania, then a part of Russia, 
in 1887. He spent the first 20 formative years in Russia, being 
a youthful participant in the Russian revolutionary movement 
which afterwards became the Communist party. Emigrating 
to America in 1907, he became an apprentice cutter in the men’s 
garment industry in Chicago. In 1910 he joined the United Gar- 
ment Workers, affiliated with the American Federation of Labor, 
where he immediately commenced to reveal his genius as a 
union-breaker.” 

The Labor Union then goes on to trace the man’s turbulent 
fcareer, pointing out how he has disrupted every union labor 
organization upon which he has fastened himself, and summing 
up with the following: 

“Such is the speckled past of the man who, today, has be- 
come the arbiter of the national Democratic party. He has 
crowned a life of disruption by becoming Mr. Roosevelt’s back- 
stage political manager. If the fourth term attempt is success- 
ful, Mr. Hillman may easily have the whole national admin- 
istration as the theatre for his operations. . . . 

“If Mr. Hillman has shown any consistent loyalty through 
the many twists and turns of his curious career, it has been to 
his native Soviet Russia. In 1921, on his Moscow visit, Lenin’s 
Russia did him the honor of hailing him as ‘Comrade Hillman,’ 
through the columns of the officially edited ‘Pravda.’ 

“American labor, which is asked to give its support to PAC 
in this campaign,' may well ponder the career of this insatiably 
ambitious man who sits at the PAC throttle.’ 


The Coining Man Has Arrived 

Four years ago Thomas E. Dewey, then District Attorney 
of New York and a newcomer in national politics, addressed 
a crowd of 18.000, mostly Republicans, in the Hollywood Bowl. 
The reaction of the audience to his slashing attack on the New 
Deal was contemporaneously described as highly favorable and 
the general verdict was that here was a coming party and pop- 
ular leader. 

Later Thomas E. Dewey, now Governor of New York and 
Republican nominee for President, addressed 90,000 tumul- 
tuously cheering people of all shades of political opinion in the 
Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum— and made good that verdict's 
promise. Already his party’s leader, he displays the mental 
stature and the metaphorical breadth of shoulder, reach and 
grasp of a leader of Americans, regardless of group affiliation. 
The Dewey of 1940 was a comer, the Dewey of 1944 has arrived. 

Nowhere are the effects of added experience and of suc- 
cessful grappling with large-scale social and economic problems 
more manifest than in Gov. Dewey’s approach to them in this 
campaign. He has not changed his views on their fundamen- 
tals, but he has broadened them. In his California addresses 
of four years ago he spoke primarily as a partisan to partisans. 
In his current series, particularly in those of Thursday in San 
Francisco and of last night here, his discussion — of somewhat 
the same subjects — ignored so-called party lines and party doc- 
trine and made its appeal to common commonsense, under what- 
ever political label it may be found. 

There is no better Republican than Gov. Dewey and no' 
better proof of the fact than that he is bound to no fetish or 
dogma. His conception of the Presidency and of a national 
administration is one of even-handed service to everybody alike 
by the ablest men to be had, with no palace favorites nor troughs 
for favored groups. After 12 particularly long years of New 
Deal self-service from the public service, it is a refreshing view- 
point. 

The Republican nominee believes that the traditional priv- 
ileges and opportunities of American citizenship are the common 
property of all citizens. He believes that there is useful, well- 
rewarded work for everybody who needs and wants it and that 
the Rooseveltian theory that America is shot, so far as concerns 
further industrial expansion, is poppycock. As he told a recent 
audience — the largest so far to hear him — he believes there 
should be social security for all our 60,000,000 breadwinners 
and not for only 40.000.000 or less of them. He believes that 
the way to get these things is for Americans to work together 
for them with and under an administration which will help them 
work together, as against one whose policy it has been and is 
to foster rivalry and contention between social, industrial and 
sectional groups. 

The Governor of New York, if elected President, under- 
takes to furnish that kind of a co-operative and harmonizing 
administration. It is not an empty political pledge, unimple- 
mented by practical experience and qualifications. He is sup- 
plying such an administration now to a State which, in addition 
to being the Union’s largest, approximates a reduced replica 
of the nation as a whole, problems and all, more nearly than 
any other. 

The five-point program of social security extension and 
improvement advocated by Gov. Dewey in his Coliseum speech 
will no doubt be hailed by his opposition as an adoption and 
adaptation of a New Deal creation in the first instance and of 
enlargements of it which they already had in mind to make in 
the second. Origination of government-co-operating aid for the 
aged, the unemployed and the incapacitated is a stock claim 
of the administration. It consistently ignores the fact that, in 
all essentials, the system has been in evolving practice in Europe 
for the past century and the further fact that, in this country, 
old age pensions, public aid for the blind, for needy children 
and the like, prohibition of child labor, restricted working hours 
for women and similar social and industrial reforms were of 
Republican conception and inauguration. As for the extension 
of security provisions to the 20,000,(X)0 employed Americans now 
excluded from their benefits, the New Dealers similarly omit 
to mention that', ever since the social security law — a bipartisan 
enactment — was passed nine years ago, they have been talking 
about such expansion but doing nothing. More lately, they 
have neglected to provide continued coverage for men who have 
left civil life for the armed services. . . . 

However, the buster of New York’s rackets has not yet much 
more than started on the Washington ones. The prosecution 
in the case of the Pedple vs. the New Deal has so far dealt with 
only the early counts of a long indictment. The time of sub- 
mission to the jury is still several weeks away.

50 Years Ago 

Newton Graphic, October 5, 1894

office of the Watertown Enter- 
prise, over 20 feet long, and hav-

Ward 5 Drain Water to Run 
Up Hill (?) Or 

To the Newton Graphic: 

Commonly, conditions being 
favorable, man’s efforts in con- 
struction follow the lines of least 
resistance. 

September 26 the Board of 
Aldermen made appropriations for 
drains and street construction — 
worthy objects and long desired 
by Ward 5 residents concerned. 

For Roundwopd Road construc- 
tion $29,000 is named; and for 
White Pine Road, $15,500 with an 
additional $1,550 for drains. The 
latter figure seems a nominal sum 
considering that in construction 
practically all ledge will be 
encountered. 

No sum was named in the press 
report for drain in Roundwood 
Road which is much larger than 
White Pine Road and involves 
larger expense in building — and 
then some. It is proposed in the 
drain needed to run water up hill 
to the east — well not that exactly 
— but to get the needed pitch to 
carry the flow toward Circuit Ave. 
about 300 feet of the roadway will 
have to be blasted (ledge) to a 
depth of five to 15 feet or thera- 
abouts. Mind you, at this same 
spot the sewer was built pitching 
west. 

It is contended that city money 
(taxpayer’s coin) could be saved by 
following the primary scheme of 
drainage provided by nature — line 
of least resistance — to the west. 
Building a portion of Roundwood 
Road drain to the west might well 
save 200 to 300 feet of construc- 
tion and additional expense of 
blasting a deep trench as mentioned 
above at a cost of many dollars per 
foot. Street Commissioner 
Haughey can give the approximate 
cost per foot, but may not be sure 
whether present sewer, water and 
gas pipes will suffer damage by 
blasting or whether residents in 
the section involved will come for- 
ward, as was the case in previous 
blasting, with claims for damaged 
houses. 

Only a few years ago a second 
drain was built in Winter street 
in which a resident of Ward Five 
claimed $2000 or more, was sunk 
needlessly. However, the surface 
water of the territory to the west 
and south of Roundwood Road 
(including part of Roundwood rd., 
Rockland Place and High street 
flows into the old Winter street 
drain. Overall drainage of the 
territory might well be considered 
now' and probably at a saving to 
taxpayers rather than blasting as 
proposed. It seems worthy of 
aldermanic notice.

Polities With 
Color

Wendell L. Willkie 

The sudden passing of Wendell 
L. Willkie has stunned countless 
millions of Americans. It is dif- 
ficult to believe that we shall never 
agnin hear that vibrant, powerful 
voice and see that tousled head 
of hair and the sunny, infectious 
smile. What a God-send it was 
to see him standing erect, un- 
afraid of any man or any powef 
on this earth, speaking his mind 
and standing resolutely by his 
convictions, regardless of the cost. 
This country needs men like Wen- 
dell Willkie always; it especially 
needs them today. Would that 
God had spared him to us for a 
few years more and taken from 
us any of a million lesser lights. 
However, perhaps we can get a 
little comfort from the saying: 
“God moves in a mysterious circle, 
his wonders to perform.” 

Why do I say that this dynamic 
man of the people is ao desper- 
ately needed in our midst today? 
First and foremost because he had 
more vision, more energy and more 
courage than any leading citizen 
in the entire tynited States. His 
famous book, “One World,” is suf- 
ficient indication of his vision. His 
trip around the world proved bis 
tireless energy. His courage has 
been shown ever since he entered 
public life and fought the good 
fight according to his convictions 
and his conscience, regardless of 
whether or not he lost friends, 
power, money or anything else 
which most of us value highly. 
Incidentally, that was one of the 
things which endeared him to so 
many people. Politics as politics 
was most distasteful to him. He 
hated all sham, insincerity and 
hypocrisy. Constant compromis- 
ing irked him. Obviously, there- 
fore, he could never be happy with 
the Old Guard of the Republican 
party. This was one cause of his 
defeat in 1940. We shall, unfor- 
tunately, never know what would 
have happened if Willkie had been 
nominated a second time. Doubt- 
less there would have been a 
closer alliance between the Old 
Guard and the candidate for Pres- 
ident. 

It is amazing to note the sin- 
cerity and the deep feeling in the 
hundreds of tributes tendered this 
great man. Party lines are, for 
the moment, completely erased. 
Some of the very finest tributes 
have come from those who have 
opposed him in the political arena. 
One man said a lot in a very few 
words when he commented, as 
nearly as I can recall it, “Wen- 
dell L. Willkie was like a breath 
of fresh air blown into the arena 
of politics.” One of our leading 
radio commentators, Cedric Fos- 
ter, closed his tribute with these 
words, “May Wendell Willkie land 
in the new world which he is now 
entering some of the happiness he 
so sincerely wished for all people 
in this world.” 

Alfred E. Smith 

It is fitting at this time to pay 
a brief tribute to another great 
American who has left us, for- 
mer Governor Alfred ft. Smith of 
New York. Al Smith, as he was 
known to millions throughout the 
land, was also a defeated candi- 
date for the Presidency. Herhert 
Hoover was his victorious oppon- 
ent. However, he made a splen- 
did record as Governor of New 
York and he had established for 
himself a high place in the coun- 
cils of hiS party. Even when' his 
advice was not followed as it once 
had been, he was still a potent 
figure in the background, trusted 
and loved by all who knew him. 
In some ways, he performed the 
same service for the Democratic 
party that Wendell Willkie did for 
the Republican party. He, too, 
was utterly unafraid. He was a 
rugged independent who called his 
shots as he saw them, without 
fear or favor. I have often won- 
dered if Willkie and Smith ever 
got together and had any talks 
"off the record.” My guess would 
be that these two men had a great 
deal in common and would take 
much the same steps to get this 
country back on its feet, economi- 
cally and from a governmental 
standpoint 

Al Smith, like Wendell Willkie, 
is gone but not forgotten. This 
country is better just because 
these two fine, rugged, patriotic 
citizens have lived and worked 
hard in our midst. 

The Bandwagon 

One of the sourest notes of the 
current campaign was struck in 
Symphony Hall last Friday night, 
when a disgusting piece of Com- 
munistic propaganda in behalf of 
tht fourth-term effort of Mr. 
Roosevelt was presented to the 
public. Of course, when Miss 
Birmingham picketed the hall, it 
was obvious that there would be 
a big crowd, though the CIO had 
probably sold most of the seats 
some days beforehand. The skit 
showed Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Dewey in Hades. Well, if THAT 
is the best the CIO can do for 
their patron saint in the White 
House, it must be that they are 
powerfully scared of Gov. Dewey. 
I don't blame them. The trend 
appears to be toward the New 
York Governor. Much will de- 
pend on the soldier vote. As pre- 
viously pointed out in this col- 
umn, there are a half dozen states 
which do NOT have to count their 
votes until late November or early 
December I am beginning won- 
der if we will really know the 
result of the election on Nov. 8, 
us we normally would.

SURVEY SHOWS SERVICE MEtf 
HAVE PLANS FOR FUTURE 

Nearly every one bt the 3.20Q 
Newton service men and women 
who have replied to the question* 
naire sent by the Newton Citie 
zens’ Advisory Committee for Re* 
turning Veterans has a fairly defi* 
nite plan for his future, and only 
about 8 per cent indicate that they 
will need help in finding a job* 
according to a summary of the in- 
formation compiled by the com- 
mittee. 

John F. Wheelock, executive 
secretary of the Citizens’ Advis- 
sory Committee, explained that 
besides keeping in touch with vet- 
erans already discharged, his of- 
fice maintains a continuous record 
of the probable needs following 
discharge of all Newton’s service- 
men and women. With the aid of 
the servicemen and their fumilies, 
something is known about the ed- 
ucational and employment back- 
ground and plans of nearly half 
the Newton people in the armed 
forces, he said. 

About one-fifth of the Newton 
veterans, being of school and col- 
lege age, plan to pursue their edu- 
cation further. "This proportion' is 
likely to increase as the liberal 
educational provisions of the “GI 
Bill of Rights” become more gen- 
erally known,” said Mr. Wheelock. 
"Many who answered questions 
about returning to school by no or 
doubtful wiU change the answer 
to yes when they realize the op- 
portunities offered by the educa- 
tional program of the Veterans' 
Administration.” 

About 50 per cent of the ques- 
tionnaires stated that their old 
jobs are being held for them and 
that they mean to return to them. 
On the other hand, many stuled 
that the old job no longer appealed 
to them and that they hoped to 
turn to different work. A detailed 
occupational breakdown is being 
compiled at the present time by 
the Citizens’ Committee in order 
to facilitate a speedy return to 
civilian life by Newton veterans.

New Health 
Financing 
Plan Announced 

A new state-wide plan -for fin- 
ancing doctor and dentist bills, 
officially entitled The Blue 
Triangle Plan, is being launched 
this week by the banks of Massa- 
chusetts. The plan, which makes 
medical and dental care available 
to all on a monthly repayment 
basis, is sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts Bankers Association and 
endorsed by the Massachusetts 
Dental Society and the Massachu- 
setts Medical Society. 

Elmer S. Bagnall, President of 
the Massachusetts Medical Society, 
in endorsing the Blue Triangle, 
pointed out that a majority of the 
people of Massachusetts have not 
ns yet taken advantage of the Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield plans for 
prepayment of hospital and surgi- 
cal expenses. "To help this large 
group,” he said, "we have been 
studying with the Massachusetts 
Bankers Association, a plan • for 
financial assistance in meeting 
costs of needed medical and surgi- 
cal care. 

"The Blue Triangle makes it 
possible for people to 'finance good 
health from income. The plan has 
the approval of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society because it pro- 
vides a dignified mechanism to 
eliminate costly delays in carpr- 
ing out measures for preservation 
of health." 


Offers Courses In 
Handicrafts Here 

The School Department of the 
City of Newton through the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Educa- 
tion plans to conduct a series of 
courses in Handicrafts and Prac- 
tical Arts 

These courses will be taught by 
a corps of certified teachers and 
are free to all citizens of Newton 
who are over 16 years of age and 
not attending a full-time day 
school. A small charge is made 
for non-residents. The charge for 
women is ten cents per hour, and 
for men twenty cents per hour pay- 
able by the town in which the ap- 
plicant resides. 

The purpose of these courses is 
to train producers who may turn 
their knowledge into cash as well 
as those who may wish to express 
their creative desires in a firacti- 
cal way. It is the aim of the school 
to offer such instruction as will 
develop artistic ability and skill to 
meet discriminating standards of 
production. 

A variety of courses are to be 
offered covering the field of handi- 
craft skills and it is hoped that a 
large number of people will avail 
themselves of this opportunity.

Here is an oppor- 
tunity for these nurses to do their 
part in the war effort on the home 
front. 

Any graduate nurse who will 
teach at least one class a year, 
which consists of but 24 hours of 
her .time, can get detailed informa- 
tion by telephoning Mrs. Wood- 
worth at the Newton Red Cross 
Chapter House, Lasell 6000.

I'HOI'OSKO AMENDMENT TO 
THE CONSTITUTION. 

Shull an amendment to the constitu- 
tion to provide for a Fair, Concise 
Summary, Instead of a Description, 
of Each Proposed Amendment to tho 
Constitution and Each Law submitted 
to tho People, under the lnitlatlvo ami 
the Referendum, and. Certain Change* 
relative to tho Filing of Initiative 
Petitions which Is further described 
us follows : — 

This amendment amends Article 
XLVIII of tho Amendments to 
the Constitution by striking out sec- 
tion three under the heading 'The 
Initiative. II. Initiative Petitions 
anil Inserting in place thereof a new 
section which provides, — 

That an Initiative petition for a 
constitutional amendment or a Jaw 
slmll first ho signed by ten qualified 
voters of the Commonwealth and 
shall ho sflli milted to tho Attorney 
General not later than the first Wed- 
nesday of the August before the as- 
sembling of the General < ourt Into 
which It Is to bo Introduced. It may 
be filed with the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth If the Attorney Gen- 
eral shall certify that the measure 
and its title are In proper form ami 
Hint It Is not. affirmatively or nega- 
tively. substantially the same as any 
measure which has been qualified for 
Mibmlsslon or submitted to the people 
at either of the two preceding bien- 


nial state elections, and that It con- 
tains only subjects not excluded from 
the popular Initiative and which are 
related or which are mutually de 
pendent. 

Tho .Secretary shall provide blanks 
for the use of subsequent signers. He 
shall print at the top of each blank 
a fair, concise summary of the pro- 
posed measure, as determined by the 
Attorney Gennral as It will appear 
upon the ballot, together with the 
names and residences of the first ten 
signers. All such petitions, with the 
first ten signatures attached, shall be 
filed with the Secretary not earlier 
than the first Wednesday of the Sep- 
tember before the assembling of the 
legislature Into which they are to be 
Introduced, and the remainder of the 
required signatures shall be filed not 
later than the first Wednesday of the 
following December.

Newton Man Now 
Sergeant Major of 
Largest Supply Depot 

A U. S. ARMY SUPPLY 
DEPOT, England — Master Ser- 
geant E. M. Shebek, 29, of 66 St. 
James street, Newton, Mans., ser- 
geant major of the largeet United 
Staten Army general nupply depot 
in England, ^hich . played a major 
role in supplying the troops for 
the Normandy Invasion and is now 
shipping a record volume of sup- 
plies to American fighting fronts 
in France. 

This gigantic depot also supplied 
many of the guns used in the 
African and Sicilian campaigns. 
The thousands of troops stationed 
here worked on an around-the- 
clock basis for months to get thu 
equipment to combat troops in 
time for D-Day. 

As sergeant major of this depot, 
a virtual replica of an American 
industrial city transplanted to the 
English countryside and contain- 
ing dozens of immense camou- 
flaged shops and warehouses, Sgt. 
Shebek holds the highest job for 
which enlisted men are eligible. 

Prior to entering the Army in 
November, 1942, Sgt. Shebek was 
chief clerk of Property Div. Wat- 
ertown Arsenal, Mass. He received 
advanced technical training at 
Camp Sutton, North Carolina. 

This depot, which stores Ord. 
nance, Engineer, Signal, and 
Chemical Warfare supplies, has 
developed improved methods for 
the receipt, storage and issued of 
thousands of tons of equipment 
monthly. Some of these methods 
have been adopted by other Army 
depots throughout the European 
Theater of Operations. 

Sgt. Shebek’s office is charged 
with the responsibility of coordi- 
nating the operations of the va- 
rious branches of the Army Serv- 
ices of Supply stationed here. Sgt. 
Shebek was sergeant major of an 
Ordnance Base Group prior to the 
promotion to his present job. He 
recently was awarded a certificate 
of merit and the Good Conduct 
ribbon.

The All Newton Music School 
keens in close touch with those 
many students once active in the 
school and now serving in the 
armed forces of our country. From 
time to time, these former pupils 
drop in at the school while home on 
leave, and a royal welcome is al 
ways given them, not only by the 
stnff but also by the boys and girls 
who gather around asking ques- 
tions. and showing a great deal of 
interest in these visits. 

On Tuesday of this week, the 
school was surprised and- honored 
when one of its graduates and 
, former piano teacher. Miss Vir- 
ginia Kenway, now a WAVE sta- 
tioned at a base hospital in Miami 
Florida, came in and spent the 
whole afternoon at the Claflin 
Headquarters.

Job For Every Vet. 
Aim of Committee

“Do you need someone to keep 
the books in your business?” asks 
John F. Wheelock, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Newton Citizens Advi 
sorv Committee for Returning 
Veterans, “We can refer you to 
about 80 men who are accountants 
or book-keepers." Of course, it 
must be borne in mind that at 
present most of these men are still 
in service, but they'll be civilians 
again some day and available for 
civilian employment. 

The committee has set up com- 
plete classification files to cover 30 
general occupational groups, the 
object being to provide instant re- 
ference to suitable men and women 
when an employer makes a request 
for someone to fill a certain job. 
In assigning a man to a certain 
classification, three things are con- 
sidered: 1. What he did or was 
studying to do before he entered the 
service; 2. What he is doing or 
being trained to do while in ser- 
vice; 3. What he says he expects 
to do after discharge and return 
to civilian life. 

A study of this file leads to in- 
teresting speculation on the kind 
of industrial world we will see in 
coming years, continued Mr. 
Wheelock. For one man out of 
every 20 can quulify as an airplane 
pilot, ami one out of every 25 as 
an airplane mechanic; YV < of the 
total have some association with 
electronics; and one out of every 
30 is either a radio operutor or 
repairman, or both.

In de- 
scribing the work of the Commit- 
tee on Economic Development he 
said that it was definitely non- 
political, educational on the one 
hand and bent on research and 
its findings on the other with 
the sole purpose in view of pro- 
viding a sound economy in the 
post-war period of transition when 
11,000,000 men were to be sent 
home again.

Referendum Xo. 3 on the ballot for the November election 
deserves the sepous consideration of every voter. The decision 
on this question determines whether we shall continue biennial 
legislative sessions which were adopted by the people in 1938 
bv a majority of 330,000 and which six years of experience has 
fully justified in every respect, or return to annual sessions with 
its political skullduggery, confusion at the State House and waste 
of the taxpayers’ money.

A “NO" vote means we 
will continue thp biennial system with all of its advantages.

Presidential Campaign 

The campaign is rapidly warm- 
ing up. F.D.R. has charged Gov. 
Dewey with “falsification” and the 
latter has come brick sharply at 

F. D.R. and quoted book, chapter 
and verse in support of his original 
charges. It has become painfully 
obvious to the fourth-term enthu- 
siasts that the President is cur- 
rently on the defensive and he js 
beginning to squirm uneasily. This 
is a position with which he is not 
familiar. He is discovering, to his 
chagrin, that it is no longer pos- 
sible to smear Mr. Hoover’s rec- 
ord in the White House and to 
chide the Republicans in Congress 
for their isolationist votes several 
years ago by way of answering f hc 
Dewey charges. Gov. Dewey xeeps 
him pinned down to the point at 
issue and presses for an honest 
answer. If he doesn’t get an an- 
swer, he brings the matter up in 
his next speech. Furthermore, the 

G. O.P. candidate keeps hammering 
on the “tired, quarrelsome New 
Dealers” and the constant bicker- 
ing and corifusion in Washington 
AND in other countries involved 

the war. According to the most 
recent Dewey speech, there is just 
as much “planned chaos” abroad 
as at home. Even in foreign coun- 
tries we find a large group of al- 
phabetical agencies messing things 
up and fighting among themselves. 
Dewey mentioned this situation 
as an answer to those who grant 
that the New Deal is very ineffi- 
cient at home BUT claim that it 
is performing miracles abroad. 
Well, the miracles are being per- 
formed, all right, but it is the mil- 
itary and naval leaders who are 
responsible. 

Perhaps the most unpleasant re- 
cent development in the campaign 
is the knowledge we now have con- 
cerning the improper propaganda 
which has been fed to the armed 
forces, both here and abroad. It 
seem that, through the medium of 
labor union papers, our fighting 
men have been given a dose of 
misrepresentation regarding the 
strikes in war plants. They have 
been fed the same apple-sauce 
about “one-tenth of one percent 
work hours lost.” They have NOT 
been told how exceedingly vital 
production was held up as a result 
of this apparently small loss of 
time. This is very cheap stuff and 
entirely unworthy of Mr. Roose- 
velt or any other President of the 
United States. It is up to him to 
repudiate these activities pronto. 
The servicemen themselves will 
bitterly resent this unfair proce- 
dure on the part of their govern- 
ment. After all, even Mr. Roose- 
velt must know that this war is 
being fought by Republicans as 
well as Democrats. There are also 
independent voters, Socialists and 
many, many others who are now 
dying for their country. 
Amendments to the 
Constitution 

There will be five questions at 
the bottom of the ballot on Nov. 7. 
Every voter should now • have in 
his possession a leaflet describing 
four proposed amendments to the 
Constitution and one amendment 
to Chapter 271 of the General 
Laws. 

No. 1 requires, as I see it, 
a “Yes” answer. It provides for a 
much-needed simplification of such 
questions as these, in order that the 
voter may understand # what it is 
all about when he endeavors to 
make up his mind. A fair, con- 
cise summary of the proposed 
change will be printed on the bal- 
lot. 

No. 2 is not to simple. As this 
was orginally drawn, the idea was 
to -make it more difficult to have 
any more disgraceful, hasty par- 
dons similar to the famous Patria- 
ca pardon, which featured the 
Coakley impeachment trial. How- 
ever, instead of providing certain 
safeguards, such as requiring the 
Governor to notify the Attorney 
General and the District Attorney 
involved in a given case, the pres- 
ent amendment appears to drag in 
the State Legislature, in case of 
a felony, and ogive it the power to 
“prescribe the terms and condi- 
tions upon which a pardon may be 
granted.” Not so good. This re- 
quires further study before making 
any recommendation. 

No. 3 requires a "No” answer. 
We most certainly do NOT want 
to go hack to annual sessions of the 
Legislature. We are now saving 
money, securing tile same efficien- 
cy, if not more, and doing merely 
what all but three or four states

LIST. There’s a war casualty list 
that will never be printed. It’s 
that list of persons who might 
have been killed, and who — thanks 
to our women war workers — will 
live to see the future for which 
they are now fighting. Everytime 
a woman sees a service man. alive 
and well, she should be able to 
say to herself “this is one of the 
might-have-beens” which I have 
kept alive. Onr workers at Ray- 
theon’s Radio Receiving Tfibe Di- 
vision, Newton, can honestly say 
that their efforts have contributed 
magnificently to keeping our boys 
alive. It is the duty of every 
American woman to take as her 
personal responsibility the “yet- 
to-be’s” — those who may appear 
on the casualty list if our women 
fail to enter or continue in war 
work. Our Rays at Newton are 
taking no chances by trusting a 
serviceman’s life to luck; rather 
they are working — turning out 
radio tubes — that he might have 
the proper equipment to insure his 
safely. 

THE FIVE RAY SISTERS. Five 
time cards marked “Heselton” are 
punched, daily, at the Radio Re- 
ceiving Tube Division, Newton, 
when five sisters — Eleanor, Ma- 
rion, Bernice, Barbara, and Mil- 
dred — come to work at 7 a.m. 

These sisters have joined to- 
gether to do war work at Ray- 
theon for their brothers, Sgt. Irv- 
ing Heselton, U.S.A., stationed in 
England, and Pvt. Gerald Hesel- 
ton, U.S.A., who has spent three 
years in Panama. 

Twenty-three year old Eleanor, a 
unit operator, in Dept. 605, wns 
the first Heselton to come to Ray- 
theon, when she joined the "Rays” 
in 1942, Each morning at 5:45 
a.m., Eleanor gets up and awakes 
the others on a pre-arranged sched- 
ule. While the girls are getting 
ready in relays. Mrs. Heselton, 
their mother, is putting up five fat 
lunches. Each day a different girl 
carries the total lunches to work. 

The second Heselton to come to 
Raytheon was Marion, age 20, who 
works as a machine operator in 
Dept. 203. Marion, who has an 
excellent singing voice, hns sung 
cowgirl songs and tap danced over 
the radio many times. 

Bernice, the third sister to come 
to Raytheon, is also quite talent- 
ed and has sung on the air with 
her sister, Marion. She has made 
many solo appearances wi,th Joe 
Rubins over WMEX. and has sung 
on WLAW and WEEI. Bernice is 
16 and works as a service girl 
in Dept. 203. 

Barbara, who brought the Hes- 
elton total up to four, is 19 years 
old and works as a grid cutter in 
Dept. 203. Her after-work activi- 
ties lean toward swimming, bowl- 
ing, and roller skating. 

The fifth to join the "Rays” was 
Mildred, age 17. In speaking of 
her family, Mildred said that with 
12 in the house it takes expert 
maneuvering to get everyone out 
in the morning. Mildred works as 
a gauger in Dept. 203, and on her 
off-the-job hours goes swinmming, 
dancing, and skating. 

NAVY DAY AT RAYTHEON.

G. I. Joe Knows 
What He Wants 

Many a Newton boy knows in a 
general way what he wantp when 
the war is over and he comes back 
to civilian life, but not all of them 
have expressed their desires as 
forcefully as the GI writing from 
Italy and returning the question- 
naire sent to him by the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee for Returning 
Veterans: “First, I want to re-meet 
my wife, get an introduction to 
my son. re-acquaint myself “with 
my folks, ^walk all over Newton, 
and fully re-establish myself as a 
quiet New Englander — and then, 
and only then, I’ll talk business!” 

Reading between the lines, simi- 
lar- sentiments can be detected in 
practicallv all of the replies re- 
ceived so far by the Committee. 
The men first want to come home 
and know that they are home, and 
after that they will tackle the 
problem of employment, personal 
affairs, education and the future 
in general. 

One man recognized a home- 
front problem when he wrote that 
he was engaged in medical admin- 
istrative work in the army al- 
though he is not a professional 
medical man. “If there is any 
type of work in civilian life similar 
to this,” he wrote, “I am inter- 
ested. I believe that the post-war 
period will show a scarcity of doc- 
tors. Therefore, why waste their 
time with jobs that do not call 
for a professional medical training. 

Although a great many men 
have stated that they plan to con- 
tinue their education, and the GI 
Bill of Rights is shaped to help in 
this respect, there are likely to be 
some notable complications, one of 
which is discussed very logically 
by a father who writes: “In my 
son, I have a boy whose educa- 
tional program was planned. He 
haB been obliged to leave high 
school in his third year, when In 
enlisted in the marines. That ends 
the educational program right 
there. When he returns he will 
certainly not care to go bock to 
high school with, the “short pants” 
because of increased age, experi- 
ence and the hardening process 
that results from military life. 
Any young man of spirit would be 
deeply embarrassed under such 
conditions of schooling. If pro- 
visions are not made for nim 
whereby he cun pick up the con- 
tinuity of schooling where he left 
off, and with his own age groqp, 

I can see no wuy of offering much 
more education. 1 am deeply con- 
cerned about this, as ure muny 
other parents with whom I huvu 
talked.” It is just such frank 
discussions of problems which are 
bothering the service men ami 
their families that make possible 
the planning of the work of the 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee. By 
keeping a continuous record of the 
probable needs following discharge 
from the united forces, this Cqm- 
initteo will be able to offer educa- 
tional and employment advice to 
any Newton returning veteran who 
wishes assistance.

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Mayor Tobin Promises 
New Constructive Policy 

Mayor Maurice J. Tobin, placing his candidacy for governor 
before tiie voters of western and central Massachusetts this week 
in a campaign tour that took him from Boston to the New York 
line, promised a series of constructive changes in the policies of 
the state government to achieve a greater peace-tinu' prosperity 
for the people of the commonwealth in the event of his election 
as its governor. 

velopment “thdt will be helpful to 
business and industry, from the 
Cape to the Berkshire^, and that 
will reduce to a minimum the fatal 
accidents which occur upon our 
present inadequate highways. 

“I recommend a closer coopera- 
tion between business and the state 
government to encourage industry, 
to furnish employment, and to in- 
crease the income of our workers,” 
he said. 

“I recommend the encouragement 
of agricultural pursuits as a means 
of providing employment and fur- 
nishing income. 

“I recommend the maintenance o' 
transportation facilities for the 
southeastern part of our state over 
the lilies of the Old Colony rail- 
road and that a study be made and 
a program initiated for the in- 
tegration of rail and electrical 
service in the metropolitan areas 
of the commonwealth. 

"I recommend that prompt 
meusures for the control of flood 
waters be undertaken ’in coopera- 
tion with the federal government.” 
Mayor Tobin declared. 

"Thf.se recommendations, with 
others which I shall make during 
the course of the campaign, are 
indicative of, and u re in hurmony 
with the liberal, progressive prin- 
ciples of the Democratic party. 

“I believe that the capacity of 
the people of Massachusetts to 
make progress has not been ex- 
hausted. Our aim is for a better 
future. We can have better homes, 
better health; better business, bel- 
ief education and better govern- 
ment for Massachusetts under a 
chief executive of proven leader- 
ship,” Mayor Tobin concluded. 


He declared that the returning 
veteran will be his first considera- 
tion and asserted that a post-war 
program for home-coming veterans 
“must be instituted that will sup- 
plement the socalled GI Bill of 
Rights — that will fnsure education- 
al opportunities for all veterans, 
that will provide employment for 
those who have fought our battles 
— that will make available full and 
adequate hospital facilities.” 

Mayor Tobin announced his in- 
tention of taking the necessary 
steps "so thut the mentally ill and 
feeble minded may have the insti- 
tutional care which is now denied 
them. What right have we to be 
proud of a low state debt when we 
are avoiding our human responsi- 
bilities towards our unfortunate 
brothers and sisters who must wait 
five years before they may be ad- 
mitted to a state institution?" he 
demanded. 

"For better business in the com- 
monwealth, 1 recommend the de- 
velopment of better port facilities 
in Massachusetts Bay so that once 
again the commerce of the world 
will he one of our chief sources of 
employment and prosperity. The 
resources of th- state should be 
utilized so that piers and air trans- 
portation facilities can be con- 
structed,” Mayor Tobin continued.

the Metropolitan cities in the Fund, 
Mr. Laughlin spoke briefly of the 
267 Red Feather Services which 
make up tl.e Community Fund and 
of the 22 agencies of the National 
War Fund which are our war-time 
partners. He spoke glowingly of 
the work that the USO is doing, 
particularly in providing camp 
shows and talent to help keep up 
the spirit of the men and women 
on the battle fronts and in the 
camps. He told of the unusual ser- 
vices rendered war prisoners 
through the assistance of neutral 
countries and mentioned the in- 
creasing needs in the war-torn 
countries as the fighting lines get 
nearer Germany. . Mr. Laughlin’s 
presentation was extremely well 
liked and he received the com- 
mendation of all for his splendid 
comments. 

Thomas E. Shirley, Newton 
Chairman, in addition to explain- 
ing the Newton Red Feather Ser- 
vices, urged the Advance Gifts 
Division to lead the way this year 
and ba the first Division to reach 
its goal. He pointed out that the

LET’S SHOW WE CARE 

Is 'Newton going to care? Most assuredly! Since when 
have the residents of Newton ignored any appeal for the good 
of humanity? The answer is obviously — never. Nor will the 
citizens of Newton fail to heed the appeal for contributions to 
the Community Fund this year.

Even cmr own Indians dyed eagle feathers red 
for their braves. The Puritan hat of our Massachusetts Bay 
Colony forefathers recalls that New Englanders settling' in a 
wilderness had early to practice community cooperation. 

And this cooperation still lives with us. When a volunteer 
calls on you during this drive remember, he or she, typifies that 
spirit of cooperation. They are giving of their time and effort 
that humanity may be served. All you are asked to do is to 
give. If that spirit of cooperation between the volunteer and 
you is manifested there is no doubt of Newton, as always in 
the past, going over the top. Can we do less than to aid those 
who in the months to come will need our aid? Definitely no, 
and that is why the citizens of Newton are going to respond, 
gladly, willingly and with full cooperation. 


FDR AND CONGRESS 

The effective working of our system of government, requires 
cooperation between the Executive and Legislative branches. 
Nowhere has Mr. Roosevelt so badly failed. 

The President has called Congress inept and Congressmen, 
in turn, have booed his words from the floor. The Democratic 
leader of the Senate called one veto message ‘‘a calculated and 
deliberate assault upon the legislative integrity of every member 
of Congress.” 

The record shows continuous efforts by Mr. Roosevelt to 
dominate Congress through (1) dictating to Congress what it 
must do; (2) influencing the votes of members by patronage, 
poTTical favors, and bribes of public works and work relief; by 
reprisals and purges; (3) implying that Congress should be 
criticized and stirring up public resentment; (4) using legislative 
authority in ways never intended by Congress, sometimes in 
direct violation of the intent; and (51 by-passing Congress, 

It is high time that America has a Chief Executive who can 
work in harmony with the national legislature in the interest 
of the people as a whole. 


PUBLIC OPINION MADE WHILE YOU WAIT 

Pemocracy is based upon the idea that the opinion of the 
majority of the public shall prevail. The designers of democ- 
racy did not insist upon the rights of free speech and a free^ 
press simply because they wanted freedom. Even in those early 
days before the advanced development of the art of advertising 
and propaganda, it was a recognized fact that public opinion 
could easily be molded by the written and spoken word. There- 
fore it followed that the people must be permitted to hear all 
sides of any story before they cast their votes. 

But the framers of the Constitution were not aware that 
there would one day come into being the government press- 
agent. Now these government press-agents are adept at molding 
public opinion without the public knowing that its opinion is 
being molded. His is the practical application of the principle 
of bringing a man around to your point of view by simply letting 
him think that he arrived at the conclusion himself — without 
having been convinced by you. 

The New Deal has employed the press-agent technique from 
the beginning. There is not a bureau or commission or agency 
that does not have its press-agent. He is variously known as 
the ‘‘Educational Director,” or the “Director of Information,” 
or simply the “Assistant to the Director.” But he is there and 
his function is explicit. He is the man who has to sell the public 
on the agency for which he work>. By even,' trick of the trade 
these government press agents flood the country with alleged 
information and supposedly accurate statistics designed to con- 
vince all and sundry that their agencies are necessary to the 
public welfare. 

Thus we have arrived at a situation where the public’s 
opinion is' manufactured to a large degree right within the very 
offices of the government which that opinion is supposed to con- 
trol. There is obvious danger in this state of affairs. And some- 
thing must be done to avert that danger. Public opinion must 
flow into Washington — not out of it.

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Two Fold Plan 
Of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee 

The Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee for Returning Veterans aim* 
to serve ns n co-ordinating agency 
and clearing house for the prob- 
lems, great and small of Newton 
service men and women after dis- 
charge from service and upon 
return to civilian life. 

Recommended by the Newton 
Community Council and approved 
bv Mayor Goddard as being in line 
with Governor Saltonstall’s request 
for establishing similar committees 
in all cities and towns in the Com- 
monwealth, the committee was 
accepted as a Red Feather Agency 
in April, 1944. It has since func- 
tioned under the Community Chest 
supervision. 

The committee of eight with 
Charles B. Floyd as chairman and 
John F. Wheelock, executive secre 
tary, have headquarters in the 
Newtonville Library Building. 

The program followed to date 
has been two-fold. First, to collect 
as n?uch information as possible 
about the occupational and educa- 
tional background of those in the 
armed services, their specialties in 
service, their plans after return to 
civilan lfe; and to analyze this 
information to the end of securing 
a picture of the problems of re- 
adjustment which will occur in 
Newton. Questionnaires, sent to 
the families of those in service and 
to the men themselves, have pro- 
vided the facts for this study. 

Second, to maintain a consulting 
and counselling center, where the 
discharged service man may ask 
his questions and discuss his prob- 
lems freely, and expect a prompt 
and decisive answer. All the 
existing set-up of the Federal 
Government, the State, the munici- 
pal departments, and Community 
Chest agencies are utilized to send 
the man where his problem will be 
settled. 

In general terms, people are in- 
clined to think of the rehabilitation 
process as being a matter of find- 
ing a job for the veteran. Up to 
the present time, such has not 
proved the case in Newton. Em- 
ployment is a minor problem as 
yet; the committee has more jobs 
on record than it has applicants for 
jobs, plus the U. S. Employment 
Service standing in the background 
with a* reservoir of positions in 
essential industry. Those who 
come to the committer for assist- 
ance usually say smilingly that 
they’re all fixed up as far as em- 
ployment goes; what bothers them 
is likely to be some personal 
adaptation from the following 
directory of difficulties. 

Mustering-out pay less than the 
fellow across the street received; 
government insurance lapsed or in 
danger of lapsing; can’t get dis- 
ability rating which he feels he's 
entitled to; can’t qualify for job 
he wants because discharged for 
physical disqualifications; family 
troubles, divorce, unsatisfactory 
home conditions; seeking education 
under the terms of the “G. I. Bill 
of Rights”; in danger of eviction 
from house or Has actually been 
evicted; earning good money but 
can’t settle down to civilian rou- 
tine; discharge papers contain an 
error demanding correction; can’t 
find a suitable place to live; or 
simplest of all, has no complications 
but would like a photostat copy 
of his discharge papers.

Politics With 
Color 

by P. W. C. 


National C ampaign 

Two mnjor developments of the 
current campaign are the defec- 
tion of Senator Ball of Minnesota, 
who hns “taken a walk” out of 
the Republican party and the in- 
jection into the campaign by Mr. 
Roosevelt of the question of em- 
powering the United States dele- 
gate to the new Council of Na- 
tions to vote for the application 
of force by this country WITH- 
OUT going back to Congress for 
specific authority. As Thomas L. 
Stokes, the new Traveler column- 
ist, taking the place of Pegler in- 
dicates, this is a “sizzling issue.” 
Let’s consider these developments 
in order. 

Senator Ball’s defection had 
previously been discounted, but 
the shock hns only partially been 
cushioned. It would be silly to 
minimize the seriousness of this 
matter. Bill Cunningham makes 
some interesting observations 
about it today. He visualizes 
Stassen as the 1948 nominee of 
the Republican party in the event 
of Gov. Dewey’s possible defeat on 
Nov. 7. Senator Ball is one-half 
of the powerful team of Stassen- 
Ball Inc. If Dewey wins, he will 
be in office for eight years in all 
probability. That would be bad 
for the Minnesota team of states- 
men. On the other hand, if Gov- 
Dewey should lose, he would very 
likely be a dead goose and the 
stage would be all set for the re- 
turning naval hero, Lt. Comman- 
der Stassen, in 1948. Of course, 
it is only because the colorful 
Wendell Willkie is no longer in 
our midst that Stassen looms so 
large. 

Two questions now arise. First, 
is Senator Ball entirely sincere 
in taking his present stand ngainst 
Gov. Dewey? Second, to what ex- 
tent will his defection hurt Gov. 
Dewey’s excellent chance for win- 
ning on Nov. 7? Frankly, I am 
inclined to question his complete 
sincerity. Equally frankly, I fear 
that he is definitely jeopardizing 
Dewey’s chances. 

Now, regarding the second de- 
velopment, it seems likely that 
F.D.R.’s emphatic stand in con- 
nection with the use of force with- 
out consulting Congress may well 
have been the deciding factor in 
taking Ball out of the G.O.P. pic- 
ture.

A Good Citizen in the Making 

Tommy, aged nine, a likeable 
but mischievous boy, seemed to 
have a knack for getting into one 
difficulty after another. Finally he 
came to the attention of the Juve- 
nile Court and was subsequently 
referred to one of our Volunteer 
Workers. Investigation disclosed 
that he was not having normal 
happiness at home. His father 
was an invalid and his mother 
worked. An older brother to whom 
he was attached was in the Army 
overseas. School reports were 
poor, and Tommy was inattentive 
at classes. It was evident that 
Tommy needed to be separated 
from bis associates and that he 
needed a period of training in a 
controlled environment. A Cath- 
olic institution was selected and 
approved by his parents, who as- 
sumed responsibility for his sup- 
port. 

Tommy has been placed for 
about a year. He is making ex- 
cellent progress and his family 
is delighted with his improve- 
ment. He is permitted to visit 
them regularly; and the Confer- 
ence is keeping in regular touch 
with them in the hope that after 
another year under stabilizing in- 
fluence Tommy may be returned 
to an improved home situation. 
Gerald Returns to His Community 

Bill, who is sixteen years of 
age, was orphaned in early in- 
fancy. Subsequently he was placed 
in an institution by interested 
friends, where he remained until 
he became fifteen, when he was 
referred to the Agency. 

He was placed in a foster home, 
with foster parents who had ex- 
perience in caring for boys of his 
age, and who had the warmth 
necessary to make a boy feel that 
he belonged with them. A factory 
job was found for him and after 
a study of his aptitudes had been 
made, special training was ar- 
ranged for him. Bill has had two 
years of normal home life and 
now feels that he is a member of 
a family group. He is entirely re- 
sponsible for his own support and 
is buying War Bonds. He hopes to 
join the Marines and if he does 
so, there will be a home await- 
ing him when he returns. 

A Serviceman’s Family Kept 
Together 

The father of four little girls 
enlisted shortly after Pearl Har- 
bor. A few months later his wife 
died suddenly. Relatives managed 
to care for the children until their 
father could get a furlough and 
decided what to do with them. All 
of these relatives had large fami- 
lies and could not keep the chil- 
dren indefinitely. 

When their father came to our 
group, he was distressed about 
the fact that he had neglected the 
children’s faith entirely. They had 
not yet been baptized but he was 
anxious to have them reared in 
the Catholic faith and placed in a 
school where they would have 
Catholic training. The children 
are now supported in a fine school 
through his allotment and are 
eventual return from serving his 
country.

Auhurndale 
Review Club 

In view of the current interest, 
in Japan’s rich Asiatic conquests, 
the paper read by Miss Eleanor 
Prickham on the Netherland In- 
dies, at the Auhurndale Review 
Club, Oct. 24. was most timely. 
These Pacific islands extend over 
3000 miles and count seventy mil- 
lion inhabitahts. The Dutch have 
owned Eastern .New Guinea as 
well as Sumatra, Borneo, Bali, 
the Moluccas or Spice Islands, etc. 
The peoples are of varying de- 
grees of civilization, from the in- 
habitants of Bali with a culture 
extending back 1000 years, to the 
more primitive men in Borneo. 
The Dutch have been good colo- 
nizers but their government was 
paternalistic with separate laws 
for white and colored. 

Interesting as throwing light on 
the ancestral background of Eng- 
land’s prime minister, was the re- 
view of “Young Lady Randolph” 
by Rene Kraus, given by Mrs. 
John E. Williams. This hook is a 
biography of beautiful Jennie 
Jerome, the American girl who 
became the mother of Winston 
Churchill. Destiny led her from 
her native Brooklyn to the heights 
of court society in the Victorian 
and Edwardian eras. She was the 
confidante of Empress Eugenie in 
Paris and of Queen Alexandria in 
London, and she had social rela- 
tions with Nanoleon III. Bismarck, 
the Czar of Russia and Disraeli. 

Mrs. Guy M. Winslow's subject 
was “Unusual Hobbies.” What is 
a hobby? It should be something 
one chooses to do and enjoys doing 
but does not feel under obligation 
to do. she said. A hobby may 
bring happiness if it is a channel 
for creative energy. Collecting 
snakes, making cariacatures, grow- 
ing many kinds of tomatoes, 
studying soap bubbles, playing the 
harmonica, gathering menus from 
many countries — these were some 
mentioned. Asked to be personal, 
Mrs. Winslow confessed that writ- 
ing is her own hobby and she read 
selections of original prose and 
verse for the entertainment of her 
audience.

I Community Center 
I Opens Thirty-Eighth 
Year of Service 

Last week under the capable 
j management of Miss Gertrude 
1 MacCallum, the executive director, 
| the West Newton Community Cent- 
er opened its thirty-eighth year of 
service to the community. 

For nearly four decades this or- 
I ganization has been working quiet- 
| ly, anci efficiently, to provide for 
i members of the community, oppor- 
| t unities for wholesome activities 
I which tend to develop ideas of 
service, and to encourage them to 
take a useful part in community 
life. 

This year, even with many of the 
older boys gone into service, and 
many of the younger girls and boys 
working in defense plants, the en- 
rollment tends to reach an all- 
time peak. , 

This enrollment tends to exceed 
those of other years, ami waiting 
lists have had to be established for 
the more popular activities. 

The dancing classes are the most 
I popular. They include classes in 
j tap. folk, and social dancing and 
include all ages from pre-school 
through the High School group. 
There nre almost two hundred en- 
rolled and a waiting list for sev- 
eral of the classes has had to be 
established. 

Woodworking is most popular 
with the boys. There are sixty- 
five enrolled in six groups and a 
waiting list for five. Crafts seem 
to be their next choice with twenty- 
four enrolled in this course. 

Sewing classes are most popu- 
lar with the girls, with thirty-one 
enrolled to date. Story-telling is 
next choice with twenty-two al- 
ready interesed. Knitting comes 
next in order with eighteen en- 
rolled, and glee club and crafts 
tying. 

Three new evening classes have 
been added to the activities sched- 
uled this year, a woman's knitting 
class, one for the girls, and a crafts 
class for boys and girls of high 
school age. 

Some of the mothers are enroll- 
ing their children because they 
wish them to have the privilege of 
the always popular summer day 
camp which is operated in conjunc- 
tion with the Rebecca Pomroy 
House. 

At this camp, many groups of 
children of all ages are given a 
chance to spend at least a week in 
a summer camp. They are taken to 
Mrs. Sullivan’s camp at Cochitu- 
ate, on the lake. Eighty-one found 
relief from the extremely hot sum- 
mer, in the cool waters of the lake 
and it helped to make their sum- 
mer more endurable. 

And so, in this, the thirty-eighth 
year of it’s existence, the Commun- 
| ity Center will probably have a 
; total enrollment, as last year, of 
| over half a thousand members en- 
rolled in forty classes to enjoy rec- 
reations and instruction which 
, would not otherwise be available to 
them.

Babies, kiddies, hoys and girls 
and women are participating in the 
varied activities going on at the 
Rebecca Pomroy House at 24 Hovey 
street, Newton. Summer and 
winter, spring and autumn finds 
the house open with members 
taking part in whatever is suitable 
to the time of the year. 

Just now the women are busy 
finding materials which are scarce 
in order to make things for their 
active youngsters who seem to 
grow so quickly that what seems 
just right today is too small to- 
morrow. When materials cannot 
he found, closets and corners are 
searched for father's old suit or 
mother’s old coat and it is surpris- 
ing what a chic little coat can be 
made for sister. 

Although the women desire to 
learn to sew, to conserve, to re- 
serve, recreation is very necessary 
for so many of them whose dear 
ones are on the firing lines. Not 
only is it good for tneir morale, 
hut for the men, also, who write 
home and say, “I can just picture 
you having fun studying for that 
play about this time of the year” 
or, “I hope you have a good time 
at those outings and picnics with 
the other women now that summer 
is here.” 

Older sister finds interest too. 
in seeing what she can accomplish 
with needle and thread; what she 
can do with a few ingredients such 
as flour, sugar and spices. But, 
she doesn’t forget that on Wednes- 
day evenings she can have fun with 
her boy friends at the dancing 
classes which teach basic and 


fancy steps. 

The new surface in the side 
yard gives the children a fine, safe 
area both winter and summer. It is 
possible to go out very koon after 
the storms and add some sunshine 
Vitamin D instead of staying in- 
doors to wait for the mud to dry 
or the ruts to harden. These little 
people add new friends and new 
thoughts to their social horizon 
either in Nursery School during the 
long winter months or in the Pl®y 
School during the summer months. 

It relieves mother a lot if the fam- 
ily lives in a small apartment 
with several other tenants in the 
house. Her child can spend a num- 
ber of hours at the Nursery School. . 
Tricycles, doll carriages, swings, 
blocks, which all children learn to 
use and share, strengthen muscles, 
teach co-ordination and give happi-

sends a teacher to teach piano to 
some of our young neighbors who 
find it too far to go to the school 
for their lessons. A weekly Well 
Baby Conference of the District 
Nursing Association is held in the 
Pomroy House. This helps to gve 
the babies of the neighborhood a 
good healthy start in life. 

These activities would mean 
nothing to all persons helped if it

Aldermen Vote To 
Increase the Pay 
Of Election Officers

Following several months of 
consideration the Newton Board 
of Aldermen at their meeting on 
Monday night adopted the ordi- 
nance amendment changing the 
name of the Soldiers’ Relief De- 
partment to the Department of 
Veterans’ Service. 

The Board also voted a flat in- 
crease of $2 in pay of all election 
officers on recommendation of May- 
or Paul M. Goddard. This increase 
was ordered because many of the 
election officers were reluctant to 
serve at the old rates. 

A petition that Sumner Street, 
Newton Centre be re-opened to 
two-way traffic was rejected by 
the board after the street traffic 
committee had submitted a ma- 
jority repor of 2 to 1 opposing the 
petition. 

The board adopted the reports 
of the Street Traffic committee 
recommending amendments to 
traffic regulations affecting Centre 
Street at Center Green, near the 
Rice School. 

The committee recommended 
regulations near the Bigelow 
School to make Arlington street 
a one-way street going westerly 
from Wayerley avenue to Park- 
street, and to provide for a “stop” 
sign requiring traffic to atop on 
Arlington street before entering 
Park street. The Arlington street 
amendments were referred hack 
to the committee, however, when 
Chairman George A. Bacon, of 
the traffic-e committee, reported 
that there was a “misunderstand- 
ing” concerning the plan. 

The board voted “no action 
necessary” on proposed traffic 
regulations affecting Pelham 
street, Newton Centre.

Newton Kiwanis Club 

This week w’as Swap-President 
Week in the Kiwanis Club with 
the result that Bill Hartnett, pres- 
ident of the Waltham club pre- 
sided at the Tuesday meeting in 
Newton and Walter Hood, presi- 
dent of the Newton club presided 
over the Waltham meeting held 
on Thursday. There was also an 
exchange of song leaders and sev- 
eral other members. The Newton 
meeting was considerably enliv- 
ened by* the group singing under 
the direction of Waltham’s song 
leader. 

Next week s speaker was an- 
nounced by Frank Battles as being 
Mr. William T. Gaynor, who is 
assistant advertising manager of 
the New York Central Railroad. 
He will talk on “railroads, past, 
present and future.” Mr. Battles 
then introduced the speaker of the 
day. Dr. John Doherty of Newton, 
a prominent orthopedist, who 
spoke about first aid from the 
standpoint of a layman. He spoke 
of first aid as being ordinary com- 
mon sense plus a little bit of 
knowledge. 

His talk was divided to include 
two main items; first, the use of 
splints in first aid and second, 
the use of tourniquet. He said 
that nature has provided man with 
the best splints in the form of a 
leg or the human body itself to 
which other broken members 
might be strapped. He told about 
how well meaning persons fre- 
! quently do more damage than 
J good by moving injured persons 
or by rendering incorrect treat- 
i ment. He said it was better to 
leave the patient alone rather than 
! run the risk of mistreating him. 
In connection with tourniquets he 
said that they were dangerous in 
inexperienced hands and should be 
used less frequently than they are. 
He recommended light pressure on 
appropriate pressure points to 
stop bleeding rather than the use 
of the tourniquets. Much damage 
is done by the application of 
tourniquets that are either too 
tight or remain in use too long. 
Dr. Doherty’s talk was brief, but 
full of interesting and helpful in- 
formation. 

The meeting was closed with a 
reminder that all who could should 
attend the meeting in Waltham 
on Thursday.

Newton District 
Nursing Association 
Baby Conference 

Of the many important services 
offered by the Newton District 
Nursing Association, one that has 
been gaining in popularity is the 
Well Baby Conference. These con- 
ferences where mothers receive ex- 
pert advice on child care are held 
in places conveniently located in 
various parts of the city. 

At present there are seven con- 
ferences — 6 being held weekly and 
one bi-monthly. From the first of 
this year until October 1, 235 ses- 
sions have been held with a regis- 
tration of 747 babies and with an 
attendance of 3,065. It is inter- 
esting to note that 13 sets of twins 
are now registered. 

Upon registering, the baby’s 
name and weight is recorded on 
his card. Here the volunteer work- 
er plays an important role, for it 
is she who records this entrance 
and weight. The baby is exam- 
ined by the doctor and nurse in 
charge, and the mother is advised 
as to good nutrition and other 
important phases of baby care. 
The baby ipay be given innocu- 
lations for whooping cough and 
diphtheria, patch tests for tuber- 
culosis and smallpox vaccination 
if the mother wishes. All this is 
done at a nominal charge bv the 
competent members of the Nurs- 
ing Association staff and the doc- 
tors associated with them. These 
visits of the mothers to the con- 
ferences are followed up by what- 
ever visits are necessary to the 
home by nurse or nutritionist. 

Shown above in the picture are 
the 5 sets of twins registered at 
the Stearns School Conference, 
who, as a result of the advice and 
care given through the services 
of the Newton District Nursing 
Association, have been classified 
as “Well Babies.” 

The Newton District Nursing 
Association, a Red Feather Service, 
is a member-agency of the Newton 
Community Chest.

from World War II. 

Edwards’ plan is to construct a 
building having a wing on each 
side of it. One wing would be used 
to house a Medical Health Center. 
Many veterans would need physi- 
cal check-ups, advice, minor treat- 
ments and other medical services 
which could be obtained here. 

The £ther wing Edwards pro- 
posed to use as a Veterans’ build- 
ing to be kept open day and night 
for the convenience of all veterans. 
It would contain a library, read- 
ing room, committee room, game 
room and space for other veterans’ 
activities. 

\ The central building would con- 
tain a large civic auditorium 
which could be used for large 
meetings and other events for 
which there is at present no suit- 
able place in Newton. Veterans 
and others could here hold their 
assemblies and various affairs, Ed- 
wards pointed out. A parcel of 
land, centrally located containing 
about 6 acres is available for the 
project. On the basis of a cost 
of 1500.000 this sum could be 
liquidated in 20 years and would 
probably add about 61 cents per 
thousand to the present tax rate. 

Edwards closed his remarks 
with this slogan, “Newton must 
stop Localizing and , Centralize.” 

A lively discussion followed, in- 
dicative of the keen interest which 
had been aroused in the audience. 

Edwards’ speech, explaining the 
project in detail, will be printed 
in full in a future issue of the

Instructors Are 
Recruited For 
Cushing: Hospital

Volunteers to help instruct in 
arts and skills at the Cushing 
General Hospital for returning 
veterans of this war are being 
sought, it is announced by Mrs. 
George E. Rawson, newly ap- 
pointed chairman of that Corps 
for the Newton Red Cross. 

Thia Corps, formed last spring, 
teaches fine arts and craft work 
to both ambulatory and ward 
patients — those able to get about 
being taken care of in the work- 
shops, and the bed patients having 
instructors and material brought 
to them. Unlike the occupational 
therapy work which is prescribed 
by a medical officer to obtain func- 
tional results, the arts and skills 
work js purely voluntary, aimed 
at diversion. "This is an outstand- 
ing program,” says Capt. Hollis 
H. Buckelow, chief of the recon- 
ditioning program at Cushing. "It 
helps the patient pass his time at 
the hospital pleasantly and in- 
telligently, and as a by-product, 
we hope he will gain appreciation 
of an art or craft, dexterity with 
his hands, and an opportunity to 
explore any latent interest and 
ability he may have.” In addition 
to the fine arts, work is provided 
in rug hooking, leather, fly tying, 
metals, pottery, lettering, block 
printing, wood carving and needle- 
point. « 

The Arts and Skills program at 
Cushion was given its initial push 
by a group from the Worcester 
Art Museum, and is now supported 
by 8 neighboring Red Cross Chap- 
ters. Newton sends volunteers to 
the hospital every Thursday, 
transportation being furnished to 
and from Framingham. The four 
charter members of the Newton 
Corps are Mrs. Frances Burt, Mrs. 
Langdon Chandler, Mrs. Doris 
Goodhue and Miss Priscilla Ord- 
way.

Boston — Regional OPA officials 
warned today that unless New 
England car owners speed up ap- 
plications for new "A” books many 
of them will be stuck without 
gasoline. 

OPA officials said they feared a 
jam at local War Price and Ra- 
tioning Boards just before the 
deadline on November 8 when the 
present "A" book expires. 

The new "A” book becomes good 
on November 9. Many boards 
have mailed application blanks 
within their area. Other boards 
have deposited applications at 
gasoline stations, post offices, fire 
stations, and other public places 
where applicants may obtain them. 

Car owners are required to ob- 
tain an application blank, fill out 
the questions and attach the back 
cover of the present "A” book to 
the application and mail it or 
bring it to their local OPA bourd. 
Autoists are urged to apply im- 
mediately to avoid a last-minute 
rush which may hold up their ra- 
tions for days.

* Mayor Tobin this week returned , 
from the most impressive cam- 
paign tour through Western and 
Central Massachusetts staged by 
any Democratic candidate for 
state office in the recent history 
of the Commonwealth, addressing 
tens of thousands of voters and 
personally meeting thousands of 
them. 

Political leaders in the huge 
area from Worcester to the New 
York line declared the Tobin ral- 
lies attracted the biggest crowds 
since the late Alfred E. Smith 
toured the state in his 1928 Presi- 
dential fight. 

As Mayor Tobin returned to 
Boston to resume campaigning 
there, he expressed confidence the 
organization he had left behind 
him would function smoothly and 
effectively in the final drive to 
election day.

"Running on My Own Record” 

“I am running o?n my own 
record, and I wish that my oppon- 
ent would run on his.” said the 
Boston chief executive. 

The Mayor, said that if Mr. 
Cahill’s campaign policy of ask- 
ing election on the basis of what 
other men had done were followed 
generally in the Republican Party, 
Gov.

Christian 
icience is "the law of God, the 
aw of good, interpreting and 
lemonstrating the divine Principle 
.nd rule of universal harmony,” 
is Mrs. Eddy defines it in her 
trork, "Rudimental Divine Sci- 
nce” (p. 1 ) . 

In behalf of this ehurch, I cor- 
lially welcome you to this lecture, 
md commend as worthy of care- 
ul attention the thoughtful and 
nspiring message prepared for us

tia, a member of \e Board of 
lectureship of The Mother 
Jhurch, The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, who 
will address us on the subject: 
‘Christian Science: The Promised 
Comforter.” 


Christian Science Is breaking 
upon the darkness of the world with 
penetrating power, even as the bril- 
liant sunshine pierces the clouds. It 
clears away the mesmeric mists of 
materiality with the light of Truth, 
and enables men to correctly view 
tye circumstances and conditions 
surrounding them. Never, since the 
beginning of the Christian era, has 
there descended upon the world 
such a revealing and enlightening 
hope as that which Is given In Chris- 
tian Science. When understood and 
applied, this Science dispels the er- 
roneous beliefs which set men and 
nations at variance, and end in war 
and discord. 

Christian Science is teaching men 
to know and understand God by 
resting thought upon a spiritual 
foundation, and teaching them how 
to solve every problem of whatever 
nature that may confront them by 
spiritualization of thinking and liv- 
ing. Everyday problems are solved 
by turning upon them the Illumi- 
nating searchlight of primitive Chris- 
tianity as taught by Jesus and again 
presented to this age in Christian 
Science. 

The Comforter 

Jesus prepared his disciples to 
carry on the work of establishing 
Christianity, but apparently they 
were afraid they might not be able 
to make the demonstrations he had 
taught them to make unless he was 
personally with them, and that the 
good they had received from his 
teachings would be taken away from 
them. They did not fully under- 
stand his teachings until they saw 
him after his resurrection. But 
Jesus reassured them. "I will not 
leave you comfortless,” he said; “I 
will pray the Father, apd he shall 
give you another Comforter, that 
ne may abide with you for ever," 
and he referred to this Comforter 
as "the Spirit of truth, which pro- 
ceeded from the Father.” He bade 
them remain In Jerusalem until they 
had received the Holy Ghost. 

Twenty centuries later Mary Baker 
Eddy declared to a world steeped In 
materiality (Science and Health, p. 
55), "This Comforter I understand to 
be Divine Science," and she also de- 
fines "Holy Ohost" as "Comforter" 
(p. 332). The disciples and followers 
of Jesus practiced his teachings 
successfully for some time after 
his ascension, but materialism and 
worldllnesa began to choke the seeds 
of truth that had been sown among 
tha people, and the healings and 
miracles wers no longer possible to 
such a state of thinking. Gradually 
men began to believe that spiritual 
healing was a gift especially be- 
stowed upon Jesus, and Intended 
only for his time. Jesus indeed left 
the Comforter, as he promised, but 
when men began to look for It In 
matter, It was lost to them. Mrs. 
Eddy found It again In Spirit, where 
It had always been, hidden to the 
world but known to God. 

The reason she was so sure she 
had found it was that It comforted 
her In a most effectual way at the 
time of her greatest need. It lifted 
her from a bed of pain, annulled the 
pronouncement of fatal effects from 
a serious accident, and refuted the 
long-standing claim of Invalidism. 

But she was not satisfied with 
having gained the healing and com- 
fort she had so long sought. Me*. 
Eddy had a love for mankind that 
was broadened and strengthened by 
her love for God, and she had an 
intense desire to give this Com- 
forter to all those who were search- 
ing for It, and so greatly needed It. 
8he knew It would mean self- 
sacrifice, a renunciation of material 
pleasures, and that she must con- 
secrate herself to this purpose. In 
her own words she describes what 
this undertaking entailed (Science 
and Health, p. 220:20) : "I saw before 
me the awful conflict, the Red Sea 
and the wilderness; but I pressed on 
through faith In God, trusting Truth, 
the strong deliverer, to guide me into 
the land of Christian Science, where 
fetters fall and the rights of man are 
fully known and acknowledged.” 

Mrs. Eddy's spiritual Insight en- 
abled her to discern the import of 
Jesus' teachings and healings; but 
bad she not been willing and ready 


Co work out the positive rule for Its 
proof and elucidation. Christian 
Science would not have been given 
to the world In this age. She real- 
ised that mankind might not be 
ready to accept her healing as suffi- 
cient proof that this was a revelation 
as well as a discovery, but that It 
must be presented as coincident with 
reason and logic. 8he, therefore, 
put it to the broadest practical tests. 
After years of sacrifice and labor, 
turning unreservedly to God for 
guidance, she gave her discovery Uf 
mankind In such a form that all 
can understand who will. 

The Christian Science Textbook 

She wrote a textbook— "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures"— containing the full state- 
ment of Christian Science, and the 
rules for Its application. Through 
the reading and atudy of this text- 
book thousands have been liberated 
from all kinds of discordant condi- 
tions. This book sets forth a doc- 
trine that may seem unique, but It 
is the selfsame Christianity that 
Jesus taught and lived, and enables 
all who are willing to devote them- 
selves to* Its study and application 
to overcome not only sin, but sick- 
ness and all mortal discords, by the 
same spiritual means. Christian 
Science requires an Intelligent ap- 
plication of Its rules, not mere belief, 
supposition, or Imagination. It Is 
benefiting mankind because Its basic 


comforter. Students of Christian 
Science are finding that it brings 
relief from discord, that It heals 
sickness and destroys sin, and gives 
an abundance of good In place of 
want and lack. Material remedies 
have consistently failed, and men 
find they must look abpve and be- 
yond matter for the solution to 
^helr problems. 

• Christian Science Is a panacea for 
every human need. All the trouble 
nn the world comes from a false 
belief In and reliance on matter, the 
belief In a power apart from God. 
When one tries to Invest matter 
with a power It does not possess, 
he is likely to be mesmerized by the 
belief that It has dominion over him. 
He who believes that matter Is sub- 
stance may believe that without 
It he lacks Identity; while actually 
the relinquishment of all faith In 
matter and the recognition of Spirit 
brings permanent individuality as 
an Idea of God, the substance of 
Soul, from which man can never 
be separated. 

Jesus of Nazareth Is our example, 
and gave us a perfect model by 
which to live. His mission was to 
establish the kingdom of heaven on 
earth, which he revealed to man 
within himself. He demonstrated 
and lived the Chrlst-splrlt, which 
made his wonderful works possible. 
His dwelling place was In the con- 
sciousness of divine Mind, but he 
walked among men, healing disease. 


demonstration, In fact should be- 
gin; for it Is as we are faithful In 
proving little things that we are 
made rulers over many. 

Christian Science reveals that 
“spiritual Ideas lead up to their divine 
origin, God, and to the spiritual sense 
of being" (8cience and Health, p.2M). 
The first glimpse of Truth, the first 
healing Insight Into spiritual power, 
lifts human consciousness Just that 
much out of material thinking. One 
by one Jesus denied and rejected ev- 
ery erroneous claim of mortal mind. 
Step by step he rose above all the 
false beliefs and trusts of mate- 
riality until he finally aroee from 
mortal sight. One cannot expect to 
Immediately make the final demon- 
strations he did, but one can cer- 
tainly begin at once, and can prove 
for himself the truth he understands. 
As soon as he learns to recognize the 
opportunities for proving that come 
to him, this means progress. 

Knowing and Proving 

The problems that present them- 
selves are for solution; they are not 
ob-tacles, stumbling blocks, but en- 
able one to prove to his own satis- 
faction the truths he has learned. 
One may feel that what he knows to 
be true is a step beyond that which 
he Is able to prove, but one can 
and should keep pace with the ac- 
quisition of knowledge or he will 
find himself with a preponderance 
of theory which he has not sub- 
stantiated with proof. Theoretically 
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rules declare that God Is good, and 
the only good, and enables thought 
to rest In the realm of this goodness. 

She proved her greatness and no- 
bility when, after discovering this 
Science which Is the basis of Chris- 
tianity, she refused to accept her 
own healing selfishly, and in no way 
claimed personal achievement. She 
knew that her discovery was the 
Comforter promised by Jesus, and 
that It was impersonal and impar- 
tial. It should be clearly understood 
that Mrs. Eddy not only discovered 
Christian Science, but she demon- 
strated It. This fundamental prem- 
ise was at once clear to her, that 
God Is the one and only creator, 
and that He has created only good; 
and therefore evil Is without a crea- 
tor or rightful claim to existence or 
reality. In the chapter of the text- 
book which deals with creation, 
through a mathematically logical 
continuity It Is proved that the ma- 
terial creation Ls a fantasy of mor- 
tal mind, materinl belief— a dream 
of life In matter, from which one 
must awaken. Matter and Spirit are 
antipodes; they contradict each 
other. So if one Is true, the other 
must be false. Matter, mortal mind, 
Is continually changing, deteriorat- 
ing. destroying itself, and dying. 
Spirit never changes, never dies, 
never loses one lota of power or 
authority. So It should not be diffi- 
cult to determine which Is the true 
and which Is the counterfeit. 

Jesus declared that God is Spirit. 
The Bible also tells us that God Is 
Love, Life, Truth, Soul, Mind, and 
Mrs. Eddy has added Principle to 
these synonyms for God. Principle 
Indicates an invariable and Infal- 
lible guide. Life admits of no death 
or destruction. Love knows no ha- 
tred, resentment, or fear. Mind, di- 
vine Mind, knows all and knows 
only good. Man, who Is made In 
God's Image and likeness, reflects 
all spiritual qualities, expresses In- 
telligence, wisdom, and right reason- 
ing. Truth admits of no error, no 
reversal or denial; It Is self-ex- 
pressed and Inviolable. This gives 
you some Idea of what is revealed 
through the study of these syno- 
nyms for God which are elucidated 
and explained throughout the Chris- 
tian Science textbook. Principle, 
Mind, Is expressed In ideas, or It 
would be unexpressed. Man and the 
universe are these Ideas, as perfect 
and eternal as the Mind that cre- 
ated them. These are the funda- 
mentals upon which Christian Sci- 
ence is based find from which Is 
deduced Its iretfutable logic. 

The Healing Christ- Spirit 

In the first chapter of Genesis, In 
which we find the record of the 
spiritual creation, we read that "God 
saw every thing that he had made, 
and, behold, it was very good." Since 
God Is Spirit, then the universe and 
man of God's creating must be 
spiritual, must be thoroughly and 
only good, and nothing else has any 
claim to reality or power. 

One may say, "This sounds like 
rather Impractical theorizing, In the 
face of present world problems," 
but the great problem of the world 
Is materiality, and the only solution 
Is spirituality. It Is the understand- 
ing and recognition of Spirit that 
destroys the false belief in matter 
and Its discordant effects. Mankind 
plainly needs irtfc se irom the woes 
of Uje world, Js looking for a 


and forgiving— destroying - sin. Re- 
ceptive hearts recognized the Christ, 
Truth, and were healed and blessed. 
His teachings remain for all who 
will believe and receive them. What 
Is this Chrlst-splrlt that today walks 
among men, ever present and able 
to heal all their diseases, sorrows, 
and sins, even as In Jesus’ time? 

Mrs. Eddy, in the Christian Sci- 
ence textboofc, defines "Christ" as 
"the divine manifestation of God" 
(p. 583), “the true idea voicing good, 
the divine message from God to 
men speaking to the human con- 
sciousness,” "or Comforter" (p. 332). 
"Jesus” she defines as "the highest 
human corporeal concept of the di- 
vine Idea" (Science and Health, p. 
589). Jesus demonstrated the Christ 
as entirely separate from any hu- 
man sense of personality. Those 
who thought they could destroy the 
Christ by crucifying Jesus gave him 
an opportunity to prove that his 
eternal life had never been touched, 
and that the Christ was as alive 
aqd Intact as It had always been. 
The awakening from the mortal 
dream that sickness, sin, and death 
are real, is the forever coming of the 
Christ, which Christian Science has 
revealed to this age. It has proved, 
ar.d Is proving, that there Is a way 
to escape the disastrous effects of 
material belief, but that It can come 
only through an understanding of 
and complete dependence upon God, 
Spirit. 

Resurrection 

One cannot successfully cling to 
matter with one hand and reach out 
for Spirit with the other. One may 
feel that he floes not have the kind 
of courage It tt*kes to relinquish all 
faith In matter; but even a slight 
understanding of Truth Is demon- 
strable, and with this understanding 
one may glimpse that moral cour- 
age which, Christian Science teaches, 
la the "king of the mental realm" 

(Science and Health, p. 514), and 
know what it means to be quiet and 
unafraid. If one would like to ex- 
press this admirable quality of char- 
acter, now Is a good time to start. 
The results justify the effort put 
forth, and the blessings received 
will more than repay any sacrifices 
i of material reliance one may feel 
i he has made. 

Jesus proved this not only for 
himself, but for all mankind. The 
1 courage he manifested was born 
I of spiritual understanding. He 
could have escaped the crucifixion; 
he had the power to lay down his 
human sense of life without agony 
or shume. But his mission was to be 
the Way-shower, to show us how to 
do our own work, that we, too. might 
be redeemed from matter. He gave 
the final proof of Immortality in his 
resurrection and ascension. Many did 
not believe this proof then, and do not 
now, but he did his work thoroughly 
and positively that all who choose 
may follow his example and reap 
the same reward. He said, "And I, 
if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me " But Jesus 
did not wait until the material body 
was sealed within the tomb to start 
making this demonstration of resur- 
rection. He must have recognized 
carlv i hat It is a resurrection from 
matter, a rising out of materiality 
Into spirituality, for his ministry 
and works were a continuous and 
perslsteut growth in this direction. 
We, too, may begin to make this 
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to accept a scientific fact or spiritual 
truth Is only going part way. To 
grasp every opportunity to prove It 
establishes it in one's own conscious- 
ness. and it becomes an active part 
of his thinking, which can be uti- 
lized with equal power at any time. 

Because all of the truths of divine 
Science have not been proved In our 
human experience is no reason for 
doubting that they are true or can. 
be proved. Learning to think spir- 
itually Is an educational proceaa, 
and progress of tbs student depends 
upon his correct application of the 
rules. 

A young boy who had been attend- 
ing the Christian Science Sunday 
School for a short time only be- 
came perplexed over some deeply 
metaphysical questions that pre- 
sented themselves to him. Re Inti- 
mated that unless thsy were ex- 
plained he would be obliged to 
disbelieve anything else that was 
told him on the subject. Recogniz- 
ing that he had not been trained or 
educated to think spiritually and 
that his argumsnts were from an 
entirely materialistic standpoint, the 
student of Christian 8etence to 
whom the youth appealed reminded 
him that when he started to school 
he had experienced considerable 
difficulty with his arithmetic les- 
sons. This he definitely remembered. 
But when he had mastered the sim- 
ple problems of addition, subtrac- 
tion, division, and multiplication, he 
was able to cope with calculations 
more Intricate and involved, and thus 
solve the same problems that had 
been bewildering and perplexing be- 
fore he had taken the necessary steps 
leading up to their solution. This ex- 
planation satisfied the young ques- 
tioner; but a little later another pro- 
found question spontaneously came 
forth. But before the Scientist 
could answer, he held up his hand. 
"I know," he said; "I must learn to 
add and subtract first." He had 
Lamed a valuable lesson very early 
In his study of Christian Science. 

Mortal mind, which Mrs. Eddy 
designates as that which Is opposed 
to divine Mind, and therefore un- 
real, Is obviously associated with 
limitation, limited thinking: and 
that Is why It cannot touch the In- 
finitude of divine Mind and Its In- 
exhaustible possibilities. This mor- 
tal mind cannot be Improved: it 
must be thoroughly repudiated and 
cast off. Materlal-mlndedness must 
be recognized as false reasoning; 
and divine Mind, spiritual conscious- 
ness, must be put on, or recognized 
as the only Intelligence. 

Wisdom and understanding can- 
not be materialized. Likewise ma- 
teriality can take no cognizance of 
spirituality. Matter has no Intelli- 
gence, no mind, and hence no reality 
Science and Perfection 

When you say, "I am sick," or 
"I am unhappy,” what Is It that 
makes this assertion? The body of 
Itself cannot speak. Material con- 
ditions have no power to discomfort 
or govern man. It la the belief In 
a power apart from God that would 
deceive one Into accepting as real 
the Inharmony that divine Mind 
could not plan or sanction. All of 
these things— your body, circum- 
stances. conditions -are in your con- 
sciousness; you think about them, 
and you have the power and ability 
to think correctly. Health Is mental 
loveliness, and Is already an estab- 
lished fact, qr It could never be 


proved or realized. 

Every discordant condition, every 
physical Inbarmony, eomes from a 
false concept of God and a lack of 
apprehension of the Science of Life. 
Error Is a belief In that which is 
untrue. There Is no error In Science. 
Any apparent discord is In the false 
concept of the Interpreter. A recog- 
nition of this fact enables one to 
change his false concept Instead of 
trying to change Science. Science la 
exact; divine Science stands for per- 
fection, perfect Principle and Idea. 
Any deviation from this perfection 
Is a misapplication of the rules and 
In no way affects or hints any dis- 
crepancy In Science Itself. The dis- 
cordant tones one may hear a mu- 
sician play are no part of the 
harmony of music and do not have 
to bfc corrected there, but In the 
musician's thinking. One single con- 
taminating or disintegrating element 
would cause the final destruction of 
the whole. Tennyson expressed It 
In his lyrical rhythm when he wrote, 

It Is the little rift within the lute 

That by and by will make the 
music mute, 

And ever widening slowly silence 
all. 

Ood, Principle, and the Science of 
Life could not know or contain one 
single element of error. Reality es- 
sentially must be perfection and 
wholly good to remain Intact and 
Impervious. 

Spirltail Building 

A student of Christian Science 
recently watched the work on a 
huge dam being constructed far 
Irrigation purposes and was stirred 
with mingled thoughts of admira- 
tion and regret— admiration for the 
skill and Ingenuity of mankind in 
utilising material resources to over- 
come material obstacles and to har- 
ness material force to serve Instead 
of destroy, and regret that the same 
care and precision are not more often 
applied to spiritual building. Long 
before the actual construction work 
on the dam was started, meticulous 
surveying was done. The natural 
course of the river was diverted, that 
the foundation might be built upon 
bedrock. Tons and tons of cement 
molded together the rock and gravel 
for unity and right consistency. 
Tons and tons of atcel were used 
for atrength, endurance, and solid- 
ity. Each day men scaled the sides 
looking for weak Spots In the finished 
portions. Soft pockets were filled 
with firm, fresh cement. When fin- 
ished. water from this dam will Irri- 
gate thousands of acres of hitherto 
useless land, making It fertile and 
productive. 

What a model for character build- 
ing, If one would work half as per- 
sistently and faithfully for accuracy 
and stability of structure, digging 
deep for a spiritual foundation, al- 
lowing no foreign element to mar 
the perfection! Even though built 
to serve many generations, eventu- 
ally time and deterioration will claim 
every material structure. The dam 
represents a necessary provision for 
humsn development and improve- 
ment, but the accuracy of measure- 
ments, purity of Ingredients, stead- 
fastness to purpose, and faithfulness 
to trust are all mental, spiritual 
qualities, from which a as tA pattern 
can be taken in building nrt lasting 
endurance. The weak spots or soft 
pockets may be likened to the frag- 
ments of material reliance and mor- 
tal mind superstitions that cannot 
safely be mixed with the cement of 
divine Love, which binds together 
all right Ideas In their Indissoluble 
union of utility and service. If one 
feels that the work he Is doing does 
not hold together with the proper so- 
lidity, let him use more of the cement 
of Love, for there Is no good thing 
Impossible to divine Love; it can 
accomplish any righteous purpose to 
which It Is applied. 

One often hears it said, "If things 
were more harmonious, and my 
work more productive, then I could 
express more love, more gratitude." 
But if one would pour In more of 
the cement of Love and weld to- 
gether every part with the rivets of 
gratitude, and oil with plenty of 
consecration, all would work to- 
gether with one purpose, and there 
would be no reason to complain 
about results. 

What is FaUare? 

Perhaps one of the most disinte- 
grating elements of mortal mind 
that would undermine our work Is 
fear, for It brings about such dis- 
turbing intrusions as indecision, dis- 
trust, doubt, and so on. Fear Is a 
belief In a power apart from God. 
What do we fear? Directly or indi- 
rectly we fear defeat or failure In 
some form. But nothing can defeat 
you but a false concept of God, and 
hence a false concept of self, which 
brings about waakneas of purpose or 
misplaced confidence*. No circum- 
stance. condition, lack of education, 
opportunity, or talent has the power 
or intelligence to defeat anyone un- 
less he accepts defeat from within. 

The only failure Is the failure to 
do right, to live up to that which 
one knows to be right. The only 
defeat Is In falling to prove the 
truth one knows, to express the Love 
and wisdom man rightfully reflects 
from God. 

Spiritual Ideas are eternal, ever 
operative for good, and Incapable 
of becoming useless or inactive. 
The acquisition or these Immortal 
thoughts in consciousness Is the 
putting on of Incorruption, lmmor- 
mortality. The relinquishment of 
wrong thinking, false beliefs, la the 
putting off of corruption, mortality. 
It la putting off the old man and 
putting ou the new. This le a re- 
storative, redemptive process and Is 
outwardly manifested In Improved 
human conditions and relations. 
This Is how Christian 8clence heals 
—by the renewing of the mind. It 
does not try to heal a sick body or 
a sick business, for these are effects, 
and effects of WTong thinking, but 
It oorrects one's thinking about 
these things, which Is the mental 
cause of the discord, and the right 
concept lneritably brings right re- 
sults. 

Denying and Destroying Evil 

Although Christian Science Is 
strictly affirmative, declaring the 
allneas of God and His goodnees, 
this does not mean that evil can be 
Ignored or overlooked. It must be 
squarely faced, dealt with, and un- 
masked. Someone may ask, "Well. 
If evil la unreal, why do we need 
to do anything about It, why is It 
necessary to deny It?" The denial of 
evil Is primarily and entirely to aid 
one in arriving at the recognition of 
the allneas of good. God. Actually 
there Is no evil to deny or destroy: 
but until one's consciousness la filled 
with God's omnipresence, a refuta- 
tion of the false beliefs that dispute 
His omnipotence Is an Important 
step In arriving at right conclusions, 
and establishing omniscience. 

There are limes when evil must be 
vigorously denied and strenuously 
dealt with before It can be forced 
4 to release Us false assumption to 
power. On every side today we hear 
men and women ask how they should 
think about world conditions In order 
to oompoig gug eng UtoughLs. and 


be of help to their fellow man. In 
the fsce of the present world up- 
heaval and disorganization, It Is 
neither Christian Science nor right 
to say, "There Is no war going on,” 
and leave It there. This Is not doing 
our part In helping to bring man- 
kind out of this chaos of human 
events. In seeking to find one's In- 
dividual responsibility in this crisis 
In human affairs, one can turn, as 
always, with assurance to the Bible, 
for understanding and guidance. 
Mrs. Eddy says that "the Bible is 
our sea- beaten rock. ... It stands 
the storm" (The First Church of 
Christ, SclentUt, and Miscellany, p. 
295). Throughout Bible history we 
find that those who trusted In God 
and fought for the right In the end 
always triumphed over evil and in- 
justice. 

Our work Is to know Just where 
this war la going on. and of what 
It consUts. It Is a mental conflict, 
as ever, and Is going on In human 
consciousness, Is being fought there, 
and can only be settled there. It is 
a war for supremacy between good 
and evil, freedom and bondage, right 
and wrong, Christianity and pagan- 
ism. He who has set himself to fight 
for a rlghteo’ s cause cannot be con- 
cerned solely with his own safety, 
for there is no security except that 
It be universal and Impartial. There 
Is no favoritism In God's kingdom. 
Each Idea Is precious In His sight, 
and each one of us has an equal 
right to Individual development, 
progress, and self-government. 

Let each one ask himself two 
questions. Writ, "What la my con- 
cept of Christianity, and how am 
I living It?" and second, "Jnst how 
far am I, myself, being rightly gov- 
erned?" One can judge whether or 
not his ooncept of Christianity Is 
correct by measuring it by the stand- 
ard set by Jesus. Christianity, as he 
taught It, la the Sfclence of peace 
and harmony, the reign of righteous- 
ness. The power of God and His 
Christ was all the power he used to 
enthrone good and dethrone evil. 

Christian Science teaches that one 
is rightly governed only when gov- 
erned by God. Each one must decide 
for himself whether mortal mind or 
divine Mind shall control his 
thoughts and actions. If each Indi- 
vidual. each organization or nation 
were willing to base his government 
and laws upon the Sermon on the 
Mount as presented by Jesus, there 
would be no more war. and no more 
disagreements difficult of settle- 
ment. But so long as each organized 
group of people forms Its own bill 
of rights and code of morals, based 
upon disputed leadership and the 
right to rule, there can be no com- 
mon meeting ground, no fixed rule- 
by which to reach a point of agree- 
ment. Christian Science. If correctly 
applied, would reinstate the govern- 
ment of good, with the understand- 
ing that God Is the only power and 
authority. 

One cannot underestimate the 
gravity of the challenge to Chris- 
tianity In the primarily pagan Ide- 
ologies, which seem rampant In the 
world today. Christian 8clence 
teaches the control of mad ambi- 
tion, lust for power, ease In matter, 
and that each one needs to unpover 
and destroy the pagan tendencies In 
his own thinking before he can hope 
to help bring relief to his neighbor. 

Christian Scjtoc does not teach 
that one must close his eyes, refus- 
ing to see that evil must be de- 
stroyed. must be forced to come 
down and yield Its place to the reign 
of a righteous government. One 
must fight for the cause of right 
more vigorously than the hordes of 
evil seek to destroy it. 

The prophet Isaiah, when he fore- 
told the coming of the Messiah, 
trumpeted with spiritual certainty, 
"The government shall be upon his 
shoulder." He prophesied that the 
coming of the Christ would bring the 
people out of darkness and break 
the yoke of bondage and the rod of 
the oppressor, that there would be 
no end to the government of peace 
promised us by the Father In this 
San. the Christ, who would govern 
all nations and peoples. Peace can 
never come until this Christ governs 1 
the consciousness of men. 

But here let me remind you that 
right thinking Is not all we have to 
do. Mrs. Eddy declares (Church 
Manual, p. 40). "A Christian Scien- 
tist is a humanitarian." and (Science 
and Health, p. 448), "It la Christian 
Science to do right, and nothing 
short of right- doing has any claim 
to the name.” The Apostle James 
tells us what Is right to do under 
distressing human circumstances : 
"If a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute of dally food, and one of 
you say unto them, Depart In peace, 
be ye warmed and filled; notwith- 
standing ye give them not those 
thlnge which are needful to the 
body; what doth It profit?" And he 
further admonishes. "If ye fulfil the 
royal law according to the scrip- 
ture. Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself, ye do well." 

The angels of God's presence can 
deliver us from the depths. Two of 
the angels of Old Testament history. 
Michael and Gabriel. Mrs. Eddy 
characterises as "spiritual strength" 
and "ministering love" < Soignee and 
Health, pp. 560 . 507). These angels 
come nearer in the time of need and 
sustain and deliver men from the 
onslaughts of evil. The Revelator, 

In speaking of this war that is go- 
ing on In human consciousness. In 
which Michael and his angels fight 
the great red dragon, prophesies that 
the dragon and his angels will be 
(Ast out of heaven, and that they 
will no longer have any place there. 

When this war Is successfully 
fought and won In each Individual 
consciousness there can be no out- 
ward evidence In human experience 
of tyranny, merciless destruction. I 
and disregard of human rights and 
lives. But he who Indulges in re- 
taliation, resentment, revenge, or 
hatred la harboring warlike 
thoughts. Never are such thoughts 
justifiable or beneficial. 

Christian Science teaches us to 
Impersonalise evil. So let us watch 
our own thinking and conclusions. 
Let us get right with God and our- 
selves before wt condemn another 
or try to set him right. 

The Bight Concept •( Man 

A right concept of man. as God 
spiritual Idea, la ueceasary for : 
correct understanding of God, wh> 
is Inseparable from His creation 
Let us give up the concept of man 
as made of flesh and bones— of dust 
—of dwelling In matter, manifested 
in physique and personality, and 
learn to recognise Immortal man's 
spiritual Individuality, the reflec- 
tion of Soul, Independent of matter. 
He who believes that man Uvea In a 
material body places himself In sub- 
jection to the mortal mind so-called 
laws concerning that body. God 
does not require the medium of mat- 
ter through which to manifest Him- 
self. Man. made In His image and 
likeness, does not require a mate- 
rial body to be an Individual or to 
express Life. Man's only existence 
is lu divine Sclcucs, Nor does one 


find Ood and his real "selfhood ** 
a reward for going through the ex- 
perience called death. Ood la Life. 
This spiritual fact one may not at 
{Irat comprehend, but he does know 
that he, himself, lives. Of this one 
thing he Is sure. That this con- 
sciousness of Life can never be taken 
away from him, he may yet have to 
learn. Eternal Life Is gained through 
spiritualization of thought. Man Is , 
not self-created, nor self -creative, 
but exists because Ood Is. 

Jeaus, through his spiritual con- 
sciousness and understanding of 
Truth, aaw this perfect man as the 
Idea of Ood, and It was "this correct 
view of man” (Science and Health, 
p. 477) that enabled him to heal the 
sick and sinning, and raise the dead. 
The healing of disease Is only the 
smallest part of Christian Science, 
but this healing Is proof of Its au- 
thenticity, and it Is through these 
healing proofs that Its teachings 
have become so widely known and 
accepted. 

Answered Prayer 

If one thinks that he has tried 
and failed, that his prayers are not 
answered, let him analyze his 
method of approach. He may find 
that his prayers are answered, but 
sometimes the answer 1s "No," for 
human will and outlining have 
prompted and motivated his 
thoughts and actions. Prayer should 
not rightfully be considered to be 
merely petition, and especially 
should one not make the mistake of 
asking God to change Hfii plans, or 
Intercede for a petitioner according 
to his fervor or eloquence In stating 
his case. Prayer In Christian Sci- 
ence Is the desire to know and un- 
derstand God, the willingness to 
conform one's desires and longings 
to that only which God can give— 

1 spiritual Joy and right thinking. The 
effectual righteous prayer does not 
try to change Gotf, but endeavors 
to see God in His true nature and 
being. A desire to know God. and to 
be governed by the law of good, 
should awaken one to the necessity 
of first purifying and spiritualizing 
thought as a preparation for recep- 
tivity. As one puts his desires into 
practice, which Is highly Important, 
the expectancy of good brightens 
the way, and upon human conscious- 
ness dawns the realization that God 
Is not far away, but cloee at hand. 
Jesus evidently was confidently ex- 
pectant of good, or right results, for 
he cast out any suggestions of doubt 
or uncertainty that might have de- 
layed a demonstration. 

One may desire ^o prove "the law 
of Ood. the law of good." as Mrs. 
Eddy defines Christian Science In 
part (Rudimental Divine Science, 
p. 1), but may not understand how 
t put this desire Into practice. But 
this desire Is prayer, and. if sincere, 
will lead In the right direction. If 
one acknowledges and trusts God. 
God Is our friend, and one mav talk 
with God as with a friend. If he 
will get a false sense of self and 
materiality <,ut of the way. One 
must turn away frorp the earth and 
listen within his own consciousness , 
for the voice of God. The tumult of 
tne world must be silenced in order 
to hear the "still small voice" of 
Truth which Is speaking to men. 
Prayer in ‘Christian Science means 
something more than asking favors 
of God and offering excuses. It Is 
an active acknowledgment of God's 
goodnees and power, and God an- 
swers such prayers by healing sick- 
ness and sin. 

The warfare with error la an ex- 
; hllarating and vivifying experience, 

I if one works with God. Proving the 
unreality and powerlessness of evil 
through an understanding of good, 
brings a victory and satisfaction and 
spiritual Joy that no material suc- 
cess can give. 

Christian Science proves that spir- 
itual healing la divinely natural. It is 
the direct result of the operation of 
divine Mind. God, who expresses 
Himself in the unfoldment of good, 
which la lrreslatible and Indomitable. 
One has but to read the life and 
study the works of our Master to dis- 
cover that healing is inseparable 
from a spiritual understanding of 
God. Throughout his whole ministry 
Jesus gave conclusive proof of his 
understanding of the allness of God 
and the unr?ality of evil. The same 
healing Truth Is here for us to prove 
and utilize. Does our concept of 
Chr*stianity lack this element of 
healing? Then Christian Science is 
here to supply the need, for it is de- 
monstrable. and based upon the 
teachings of Jesus. He healed the* 
adulterous woman, raised the daugh- *] 
ter of Jairus from the dead, restored 
the centurion's servant to health, 
gave sight to the blind, hearing to the 
deaf, and feet to the lame. Is not 
this conclusive proof that the heal- 
ing Truth Is Impartial and imper- 
sonal? We. too. can experience this : 
healing If we are obedient to the 
commandments of Tfuth. faithful 
to Principle, and are willing to con- 
sistently apply the rules of Chris- 
tian Science. 

Conclusion 

All that you need to know at:wt 
this Science is contained in th- 
textbooks, the Bible and "Sc wr-» 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures." 

The world Is satiated with mate- 
riality and Is starving for spiritual- 
ity. On every side the false picture 
of the material and unreal is pre- 
sented to us. and we must turn our 
gaze towards the spiritual and real. 
Whatever the human need appears 
to be. It 1* primarily for the domin- 
ion of spiritual power, the confidence 
and comfort of divine wisdom and 
Love, the peace and permanence 
of spiritual Life— the kingdom of 
heaven

C. A. a wide range of physical 
activities including formal gym 
classes with calisthenics and drills, 
basketball, volleyball, baseball, ap- 
paratus work, boxing, wrestling, 
handball, squash racquets, howl- 
ing and all the rest. 

Teen age activities are reaching 
an all time high in response to 
the increased needs of the times. 
The rapid and sustained growth 
cf the Boys’ Division which n<vr 
enrolls eight hundred members 
gives evidence of youth’s interest 
in the “Y”. Gym, swim, games, 
crafts, bowling, and club activi- 
ties all help to direct youthful 
energy into worthwhile channels. 
Hi-Y and Tri-Hi-Y clubs for boys 
and girls in senior high school of- 
fer a constructive outlet and splen- 
did training in democratic club 
planning as the members of these 
clubs seek to put into practice 
their purpose "to create, main- 
tain and extend throughout the 
school and community high stand- 
ards of Christian character.” Many 
activities of these clubs reach 
out to include other high school 
youth as well as parents and 
teachers. 

Truly the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
is a community agency — a fact 
made evident by a glance at the 
list of community groups using 
the various building facilities. Boy 
Scouts, community centers and 
church groups use the "Y” for 
meetings, swimming, dances 
games, mixed splash parties, bowl- 
ing, and basketball leagues and 
other similar activities. Commit- 
tees, ministerial clubs, special in- 
terest groups, and the Kiwanis and 
Lions Clubs find a congenial meet- 
ing place at the “Y”.

Busy, too. was 
Camp Massasoit, the ‘‘Y’s” new- 
ly developed summer day camp, 
which offered a well rounded, con- 
structive all day program for boys 
in the city. Here 219 boys rolled 
up the impressive attendance fig- 
ure of 4.345 for the season. 

Another comparatively new de- 
velopment in the Y. M. C. A. pro- 
gram is the presentation of a pro- 
gram of activities for women and 
girls. This has come out of a de- 
niand on the part of the commun- 
ity and has resulted in the sched- 
uling of Friday’s as Women's and 
Girls' Day at the "Y”. The opening 
session this fall drew 150 partici- 
pants the first day.

A. will continue to serve the needs 
and interests of Newton people 
even as it has in the past.

Admiral Nimitz on 
“Meet Your Navy” 
Program Sat. Night 

■ ■ o 

The Commander-in-Chief of the 
Pacific Fleet, Rear Admiral Chester 
W. Nimitz, will broadcast on the 
“Meet Your Navy" program Sat- 
urday, October 28th, at 7:30 P. M., 
over the Blue Network. This pro- 
gram will be heard locally on Sta- 
tion WHDH, Boston. 

Although Admiral Nimitz will 
speak personally from a base some- 
where in the Pacific, the broadcast, 
as a whole, will come from the 
huge Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 

The “Meet Your Navy" program 
features talented bluejacket solo- 
ists. 65 Navy musicians, who, in 
civilian life, played for the best 
“name" bands in the country, a 
choir of 200 sailor vocalists, and 
Navy heroes recently returned 
from victorious Pacific battles. The 
cast for the program totals up to 
over 275 and it is estimated that 
it reaches a listening audience of 
3,500,000 persons in all parts of 
the country. 

Directors of the program point 
out that thus it is of interest to 
not only the parents and loved 
ones of men in the Navy, but to 
all persons who appreciate good 
variety entertainment and music. 

Admiral Nimitz, our Pacific Fleet 
Commander, has had a colorful 
Navy career. A native of Texas, 
he was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from that State, graduat- 
ing in 1905. He rose through the 
various commissioned grades from 
Ensign, becoming a Rear Admiral 
in 1938. 

He has made a specialty of 
handling submarines, and, in addi- 
tion to having commanded various 
undersea craft personally in his 
earlier days, he has served as 
Commander of Submarine Flotillas, 
j During World War I, he held 
various important assignments and 
| in 1918 became Chief of Staff to 
the Commander of the entire sub- 
marine force of the Atlantic fleet. 

In addition to these duties, he has 
commanded cruisers and served as 
the Commander of Cruiser Divi- 
sions. In September, 1938, he was 
Commander of Battleship Division 
I, Battle Force, and on June 16,

worker found that Mr, B , a 

potentially fine person, was fre- 
quently unemployed. As a young 
boy he had been left quite deaf 
after scarlet fever. He was ex- 
tremely sensitive about it and 
would never admit his handicap. 
He would get a job without telling 
his employer about his deafness, 
and then in a few months would 
fail on the job because he didn’t 
hear some detail. His failures in- 
creased his sensitivity and his way 
out was irritability and drinking. 
The two little girls, 8 and 10 years 
old and unusually bright, were 
showing the effects of the tension 
in the family by not wanting to be 
with other people and failing in 
school. 

The social worker started in to 
plan for a solid financial base for 
this family. There were many in- 
terviews with M. B to try to 

get him to accept his handicap and 
fit himself for a position where his 
many assets could be used. He had 
spent many years in discouraging 
medical treatment, and although he 
still wanted to do something about 
his hearing he was afraid that 
the doctors would tell him that he 
would be totally deaf. The social 
worker talked with the hospitals 
that had treated him and then went 
on to seek out information on new, 
tested advances in medical know- 
ledge. The worker consulted a doc- 
tor who had perfected an ear 
operation and' then Mr. and Mrs. 
B talked with him. The opera- 

tion was performed, and during the 
two months* convalescent period the 
Bureau stood back of the family 
financially to insure their future. 

The mother had weekly inter- 
views with the social worker to 
help gain insight into the prob 
lems of . the children. The school 
was consulted and summers at 
camp helped them to get along bet- 
ter with other children. 

For a period of five years there 
has been constant planning for and 
with each member of the family. 
Now Mr. B ’s hearing is re- 

stored and he is successfully em- 
ployed in a responsible position. 
The children are doing well 
school and the family seems secure- 
ly established on their own. 

Problems like this do not come 
alone to those in the low income 
brackets. Many people in Newton 
have difficulty in realizing there 
are residents who have serious 
family problems which threaten 
their very existence. Last year the 
Family Service Bureau gave help 
to more than 400 families, or more 
than 2,200 individuals. It's office 
welcomes notification of any cases 
in need.

Music was by members of the 
Junior Seminary of the Society of 
St. Mary under the direction of 
Rev. Fr. Armand Martin of the 
Marist Fathers of Bedford. 

More than 3600 persons attended 
the re-dedication services includ- 
ing eighty priests and thirty-five 
Sisters of St. Joseph from the par- 
ish schools. 

Fr. Doherty, who was also ob- 
serving his first anniversary as 
pastor of the church, expressed his 
joy at the completion of the re- 
decorating of the church which 
took more than ten months, and 
was done under the direction of 
Gaston A. Goyette of Cambridge, 
recognized as one of the outstand- 
ing ecclesiastical artists in the 
country. 

The church was built 63 years 
ago and at the time when Fr. 
Doherty was appointed pastor a 
year ago was in need of repairs. 
In December permission was grant- 
ed to start the work of redecorat- 
ing and before the end of Janu- 
ary more than $25,000 was con- 
tributed by members of the par 
ish. “This money,” Fr. Doherty 
stated in his sermon, “came from 
all nationalities in the Parish. It 
came from the poor and from the 
rich; and it was given by all with 
such a good heart that tonight I 
feel duty bound to make mention 
of it, and to thank them publicly 
for such whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion and good will. May God Bless 
them and reward them a hundred- 
fold.” 

The most striking feature of the 
church, after the sheer majesty 
of the altar, is the magnificent 
painting of the Crucifixion, which 
is directly over the main altar, 
and is 35 feet in width and 35 feet 
in height at the apex. 

Changes in the sanctuary proper 
include reburnishing of the Altar 
Railing, while a wine-colored 
broadloom rug carpets the flooring 
of the altar. ,A new public address 
system has been installed. The 
walls have been refinished in biege 
«nd gold combination in mottled 
glaze. The ceiling ribs are pale 
olive, highlighted with gold dots 
and a blue flower design. The ceil- 
ing panelling is a light cream color 
with a Mosaic gold line and a light 
taupe border. In the soffits of the 
arches are hundreds of tiny gold 
crosses. The arched windows are 
decorated in fine gold design of 
the Chi-Rho, Greek abbreviation of
